LUNCHES FOR SALESWOMEN. 


Yow Some of the Large Storen Provide 
for Their Employes, 

With no one is the lunch question 
to important as with the proprietors of 
she large dry goods stores, The army 
of clerks must eat, they must eat regu- 
arly, and they ought to eat well, in 
der to be able to stand their fatigu 
ng work. At the same time business 
nust be attended to, for the customers 
some at all hours, lunch or no lunch. 
{t would be impossible to allow the 
clerks to go out of the stores for their 
lunches, beeause they would lose too 
much time; they have to be at their 
posts like the soldier, There is a strict 
discipline in all large dry good stores 
and a certain daily routine, and these 
are kept up rigidly, and the one who 
offends would in vain ask for merey, 

Nothing makes a woman more hun 
gry than speaking constantly for a 
length of time, and if to this is added the 
fatigue of standing for several hours, 
itis not to be wondered that the dry 
goods clerks greet that hour of lunch 
with rapture, It is the only time dur 
ing the whole day when they are al- 
lowed to put aside their business mask, 
and take off the harness of their daily 
toil, Then they are not forewomen, 
or salesmen or cash girls; they are or- 
dinary human beings who have a 
tight to laugh and talk, to eat and 
drink without pleasing any one but 
themselves. 

The lunch hour is the only time 
during the working day they may rest 
their weary limbs without neglecting 
their duties. The ordinary lunch time 
is between 12 and 2 o'clock, but all 
rirls cannot leave their posts at once 
They usually go one or two at a time, 
for it would hardly do to spare more 
than that number from ye same 
counter, The forewoman wno is re 
sponsible for the order and discipline 
in her department sends them accord 
ing to how they can be spared, 

Many of the large dry goods stores 
have a room off the warerooms where 
the clerks can take their lunches, and 
all by themselves, away from the busi- 
ness. A good many of the girls bring 
their lunches from home; of course, 
they are cold and consist of sand 
wiches, cakes, fruit, ete. If they de- 
sire something warm they make a cup 
of tea or coffee, which is easily and 
quickly done on the gas jets. Usually 
the friends club together for a little 
tea or coffee party, and sometimes di 
vide their lunches to procure some va- 
riety. 

If they have money to spare and 
feel like eating some dessert they send 
one of the errand boys to a neighbor- 
ing baker store for cakes or sweets. 
Some girls also send for a restaurant 
lunch and divide one portion in two 
parts. They can thus get a good lunch 
for two for twenty-five or thirty cents. 
But in dry goods stores where the pro- 
prietor feels responsible for his em- 
ployes’ welfare he provides a hot lunch 
for all those of his clerks who desire it. 

It mostly consists of soup, tea, cof- 
fee, three or four different kinds of 
meat, vegetables, and bread and but 
ter, The clerks are waited on proper- 
ly and order what their palates desire 
and their purses can stand, They are 
good innenes well cooked, substantial 
and very cheap, One or two of these 
stores wre said to serve lunches as 
good as regular dinners. Ten to fif- 
teen cents pays for a lunch for which 
the customer of a high priced restau- 
rant would pay from forte to fifty 
cents, The proprietor makes nothing 
out of it; itis done solely to accom 
modate the clerks. 

It would be very good if all owners 
of large dry goods stores would do the 
same for their employes, for it is 
weary and fatiguing work to stand, 
work and talk inastore from 8 o'clock 
in the morning until Gin the evening. 
—New York News.

HRussian Beggars. 


When a Russian peasant falls into 


temporary difficulties he puts a wallet 
over his shoulder, joes out among the 
neighboring villages and gets it speed- 
ily filled with what is known as “mor 
sels." He enters every house but 
makes no formal request; only the 
mistress of the house feels the mean 
ing of the wallet and drops a morsel 
into it silently behind his back, and 
she will do so though the morsel be 
her last and her own lushand be 
obliged to assume the beggar's wallet 
himself on the morrow. The touching 
and respectful tenderness of the poor 
for the poor i® a natural encourage 
ment to the professional beggar, and 
there are whole villages in Russia 
where the people, every man of them, 
in addition to their occupations as 
owners and cultivators of land, have 
for generations practiced begyary as 
their regular auxiliary trade. 

Ona single estate in Moseow prov- 
ince there are fifty-two of these beggar 
villages, containing among them as 
many as 4,348 able bodied) men pos 
sessing their ‘soul” (share) of land 
apiece, and these men, because their 
forefathers had their houses burned 
by the French in 1812, and went round 
collecting the means of rebuilding 
them, still set off every summer after 
seed time, and beg their way in tens 
and twenties through the richer dis 
tricts of the south till next harvest, 
though it appears that the business is 
now very much less lucrative than it 
used to be in consequence of the 
growing impoverishment of their pa- 
trons, 

But much graver forms of pauper- 
ism haye recently begun to invade 
Russia than those curious beggar ar- 
tels. In proportion to population 
more persons receive public relief at 
present in St. Petersburg than in any 
other European capital. Professor 
Janson, a Russian statistician of con- 
siderable authority, has calculated that 
about afourth of the population of 
the city—229,000 out of 876,000—got 
relief in 1884.—Montreal Star.

In North Woburn the Electric Light 
Light Company has located three are 
lights in places of an equivalent number 
of incandescent lights; so that although 
the company is now light but two hun- 
dred and thirty-six incandescent lights, 
or four less than is called for by the con- 
tract, yet, in veality itis furnishing the 
equivalent of two hundred and fifty-oue 
incandescents, or eleven more than is 
included in the contract price of 86,500 a0 


year, These additional lights at 815 
each make a total sum of $6655 which 


the city must appropriate to maintun: its 
street lighting ou the present basis for 
the ensuing year, 

‘The luw imposes no obligations on a 
city to light its highways at night, there- 
fore legally speaking at least street light- 
ingis, nothing butaluxary. — [tmust be 
admitted, however, that well lighted 
thoroughfares ave not only a convenlence 
and protection to travellers, bat iare also 
aw valuable aid to the police force in doing 
patrol duty. But under present financial 
conditions itis believed that no additional 
expense in the department of street 
lights should be incurred. © Within the 
the past five years the out lay in’ this 
branch of the public service has increased 
about eighty percent, au increase entirely 
out of proportion with any other depart- 
ment. 

Indeed assuming that every mile of 
street in the city is lighted, the averag 
expenditure for this purpose is now over 
$LV0 per mile. This sum is paid for 
wbout six hours’ benetit out of the 
twenty-four in a year of two hundred and 
sixty-four days only. = ‘he averay 
expenditures on our highways is only 
about S245 per mile, and they are in 
service twenty-four hours a day ina full 
year of three hundred and sixty-tive days,

of Boston the opinion of a majority of 
men interviewed in every city and town 
fuvors a change to biennial elections.”

“On the question of biennial ses- 
sions” the /lera/d suys, ‘‘there is 
doubt, and quite «a number of places 
appear disposed to support the present 
plan of meeting every year, though a 
large majority indicate a readiness to 
vote for biennial sessions.”

In Memoriam Proceedings of the 
Legislature, 


John S. True, Esq., of Woburn, a Rep 
resentative from the lth Middlesex Dis 
trict, was present at the organization of 
the House on the first Wednesday of 
January, had his seat (No, 181) assigned, 
and died soon after midnight on the fol 
lowing Friday. On the reassembling of 
the House the following proceedings took 
place in honor of the memory of the de 
consed: 

Mr. Barker of Malden, for the com 
mittee on the death of the Jate Repre- 
sentative Troe of Woburn, offered these 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That the House of Represen 
tatives lias heard with profound sorrow 
of the sudden death of Jolin S. True of 
Wolurn, late a member from the Four- 
teenth Middlesex Distriet. 

Resolved, That the House feels keenly 
the loss sustained and deeply sympa 
thizes with the family and friends of the 
deceased in thei great bereavement. 

Resolved, That in token of regard for 
the memory of the lamented member his 
seat in the House be draped with the 
usual badge of mourning for $0 days. 

Resolved, That the Clerk of the House 
communicate these resolutions to the 
family of the deceased and to the Mayor 
of the city of Woburn, 

Resolved, That as a further mark of 
respect to the memory of the deceased 
this House now adjourn. 

The resolutions were spoken to by 
Messrs. Barker, Jones of Woburn and 
Ferren of Stoneham, and adopted by ‘a 
rising vote.

REMARKS OF REPRESENTATIVE JONES. 


Representative Charlie A. Jones of this 
city, colleague of the deceased in the 
House spoke as follows on moving the 
adoption of the above resolutions of re- 
spect: 

In rising to move the adoption of the 
Resolutions which have just been offered, 
feeling more keenly than any one here 
the death of Kepresentative True, it be- 
comes perhaps my duty as a resident of 
the same city, and having been both a 
friend and an associate with him in our 
city government, to speak briefly of him 
as & prominent and successful business 
man. 

You have already learned through the 
columns of the pre that John Sewell 
True was born in Seabrook, New Hamp 
shire, October 22, 1828, At the age of 
eleven years, owing to the death of his 
father, he was thrown upon his own re- 
sources, Early learning the trade of a 
tanner and currier at Haverhill, Mass., 
he followed the business steadily until 
the time of his death, forming in 1868 the 
partnership known under the mame of 
James Skinner & Co, By his persevering 
energy, good judgment and close atten- 
tion to business he acquired a comforta- 
ble fortune. 

As a citizen he was 
spirited, In politics 
sume energy that he 
ness, Although he was a strong Repub- 
lean partizan he did not seek office for 
himself, but contributed liberally of his 
means, also of his time, in serving on 
committees preceeding elections, aud on 
those days would always be found at the 
Ree busily engaged in distributing bal- 
ots and doing all in his power to pro- 
mote the success of his party. 

Until the organization of the City of 
Woburn one year ago he had never held 
public office. He was then elected a 
member of the Board of Aldermen from 
his Ward which office he filled with great 
acceptance, At the recent election of 
state officers he was returned a member 
of this Legislature from a Democratic 
district. 

The cause of his sudden death seemed 
to be a combination of circumstances. 
The death of his sister in the State of 
New York a few weeks since called him 
away from home to attend the funeral, 
after which he was attacked by the now 
prevailing influenza.

The Royal Arcanum in Woburn. 

Many inquiries have been made in 
regurd to the above Order and the 
following sketch hus been prepared in 
answer: 

Baldwin Council, No. 125, was in- 
stituted in Masonic Hall, July 24,1878, 
by Supreine Secretary W. A. Robson, 
acting as Deputy Grand Regent, with 
fourteen charter members: Was named 
Baldwin Council in honor of, and to 
perpetuate the name of Colonel Loami 
Baldwin, late a citizen of this city. At 
the institution of the Council the fol- 
lowing history of Col. Baldwin was 
presented by A. S. Wood. 

‘Colonel Loami Baldwin was a de- 
cendant of one of the original families 
of that name in this town; was a vol- 
unteer in the Revolutionary Army and 
attached to the 38th Regiment under 
Colonel Gerrish. He rapidly rose to 
the rank of Lieut. Colonel of the regi- 
ment and upon the retirement of Col. 
Gerrish was elected to its command. 

“The regiment was afterwards re- 
organized, called the 26th, and at the 
siege of Boston was stationed on Nod- 
dles Island, now called East Boston. 
Upon the evacuation of Boston by the 
British he with his regiment accom- 
paniede Washington to New York; was 
in the battle of Long Island, and re- 


turned with the main army to New 
Jersey. He and his command were 
with Washington on his memorable 


crossing of the Delaware and _partici- 
pated in the capture of the Hessians 
under Gen. Rhal at ‘Trenton. 


“His health failing, he resigned hia 
command and retired to his home. He 
was thrice elected to the General Court 
ot Mussachusetts, and in the year 1780 
was elected to the office of High Sheriff 
of Middlesex County, and was the first | 
incumbent of that office under the new 
government. He was also engineer 
and contractor of the Middlesex Canal 
and a personal friend of Count Rum- 
ford.” 

Under the watchful care and untire- 
ing energy of the first oflicers, with 
Alva S. Wood as Regent, the Council 
grew during the first year of its exist- 
ence from fourteen charter members to 
twenty-nine members, being an increase | 


of more than 100 per cent in five 
months. 
The Council has continued to in- 


crease and to-day its membership is 
composed of the active business men of | 


Woburn together with others doing 
business in Boston, The following 


named have served as Regents and are 
at present members: Alva S. Wood, 
Frederic A. Flint, Frank A. Partridge, 
Nathaniel Jenkins, George W. Soles 
aud Henry H. Leathe (present). 
Among its members is numbered the 
‘*bunner Guide of the State,” Bro. 
Nathaniel Jenkins, who in pine years 
service in the work of preparing and 
accompanuing caudidates to the degree, 


has been absent but once. Meetings

The Progress of Languages, 

The progress of languages spoken 
by different nations is said to be as fol- 
lows: English, which at the com- 
mencement of the century was only 
spoken Ey 22,000,000 of people, is now 
spoken by 100,000,000. Rissan is 
now spoken by 68,000,000, against 
30,000,000 at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, In 1800 German was only 
spoken by 35,000,000 of people; today 
over 70,000,000 talk in the same lan- 
guage that William II does. Spanish 
Is now used by 44,000,000 of ycople, 
against 30,000,000in 1800; Talika by 
82,000,000 instead of 18,000,000; Por- 
tuguese by 13,000,000 instead of 8,000, - 
000. 

This is for English an increase of 812 
per cent.; for Russian, 120 per cent. ; 
for German, 70 per cent.; for Span- 
ish, 86 per cent., ete. In the case of 
French the increase has been from 
34,000,000 to 46,000,000, or 36 per cent. 
—Boston Herald,

A Historic Old Clock. 

There isin the establishment ot John 
McDutlie, in Albany, one of the finest 
specimens of antique clocks ever seen, 
It was procured at Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, by Mrs. MeDuilie. The timepicee 
was made at Amsterdam in 1680 by 
Andrian Baghyn and is a marvel of 
mechanism, It stands twelve feet 
high. ‘The case is of bird's eye black 
walnutand on the top of it stand three 
golden statuettes. 
represents Atlas bending beneath the 
weight of a miniature globe. The 
right and left figures are counterparts 
of Gabriel in the act of blowing his 
trumpet. When wound the clock runs 
eight days. It gives the day of the 
month with the phases of the moon as 
well as the hour, and strikes every 
quarter, Considering that it has been 
ticking away the hours for over two 
centuries, it keeps remarkable time 
and is in a pantehedl state of preser- 
vation. It has an air of past ages 
about it and is undoubtedly a_histori- 
cal landmark of past centuries,—New 
York Telegram.

| Calentations on the Extent of the Earth 
Which Ron Into Big Figures. 

Here is a man who has taken the 
trouble to calculate how much land it 
:| would take to bury the population of 
'\ the world for 6,000 years or 100,000 
| years. Te finds that the former could 
be buried in half of Texas and the lat- 
ter in the territory east of the Missis 
sippi river, 

In 6,000 years you have sixty con- 
turies, In each century you may 
count three generations of mankind, 
or 180 generations in all, each being a 
generation of 1,560,000,000, Now fay 
out a cemetery for one generation, It 
will be a huge estimate to give to 
every man, woman and child a grave 
live feet by two, or ten square feet, A 
square mile contains something less 
than 28,000,000 square feet. You 
want, then, a graveyard not 55 miles 
long by 10 wide for your whole gen- 
eration, Now multiply this by 180 and 
you have your burying ground for 
6,000 years of mankind, That is, a 
strip of land 1,800 miles long by 55 
miles wide will be ample, In other 
words, a cemetery containing 100,000 
square miles would be suflicient for 
+ | the entire human race to lie side by 
side, The estimate which I have given 
you of the continuous population is 
obviously enormously large. The es- 
timate of the sizeof each grave is very 
large, A. strictly correct estimate 
would reduce the size of the required 
cemetery more than one-half. But 
enormous as it is, you could lay out 
your burial ground for all men who 
iave lived on earth, so that they could 
lie side by side, in Arizona or in Cali- 
fornia, or you could lay it out in Tex- 
as large enough to accommodate the 
)| race of 6,000 years past, and also the 
race for 6,000 years yet to come, all 
sleeping in the soil of that one state of 
this union. 

But some one says the race of man 
has been on earth 100,000 years, That 
isa pure imagination and there is not, 
so far as I know, a fact on which to 
rest it, But suppose itis true, and the 
opulation always what it now is.

Estimating that a large man can 
stand on two square feet, and the ay- 
erage standing room of a crowd of 
men, women and children is one and 
}a half square feet, he calculates that 
| 18,000,000 people can stand on asquare 
mile, According to this the popula- 
tion of the world could staud on 84 
square miles, 

Then he makes this curious sugges- 
tion: 

“Carry your arithmetie still further, 
You laid out a cemetery for the 1,500,- 
000,000 of mankind now living, 
Build a city for them to dwell in, Av- 
erage families at five persons to a fam- 
ily, and give each family a house and 
lot 20 feet by 100. Your cemetery gave 
| five persons fifty square feet for graves, 
| Their city lot 1s forty times as large. 
Your city lot must therefore be forty 
times as large as yourcemetery. Add 
20 per cent. for good streets.” 

On this basis the population of the 
world could liye in a city 100 miles 
wide and 220 miles long, and have 
twice the space per capita now being 
occupied by the majority of people in 
our great cities. —Dr, Prince in Jour- 
nal of Commerce,

In 1876 the present magnificent 
building known as the lion house was 
completed, and the lions and tigers 
were transferred to it.

THE LEGEND, 


In times now long past, and buried 
in the tomb of the ages, Lake Innitou | 
(Horm Pond) was a clear unbroken | 
sheet water from ‘Town Corner to 
Pierce’s Cove. No island rose above | 
its silver waves; no shallows touched | 
the paddle; but the wild swan, the 
loon and the white canoe of the Indian 
skimmed its surface without obstruc- 
tion, save only the waves which in the 
“day of storms,” agitated its bosom.

yy Sunday evening Timothy Andrews, an 


old and well known resident of this city, 
suddenly expired at his residence, 226 
Main street, from heart failure. Ile had 
been slightly ailing fora day or two, 
and remained at home Saturday. Sunday 
he thought he was getting aloug nicely. 
Ife retired early in the evening and the 
faithful companion of his life left his 
side for only a moment and returning 
found that the vital spark had fled. 

Mr. Andrews was born in Entield, N. 
H., Aug. 15, 1812. He married Lydia J. 
Tayvtor, of Springfield, N. U., Aug. 10, 
1834. They removed to Woburn in 1835, 
first settling at North Woburn, and later 
in Woburn Centre. In 1845 he built the 


house on Main. street, opposite Green, 
where he has ever since resided, Mr, 
Andrews was a shoemaker and worked 


industriously at his trade almost to the 
day of his death. 
Tn 1857 he was appointed station agent 

Fowle street crossing which later 
known as Woburn Highlands 
and remained there twenty-three years 
working at his trade in the station. 
Later he built a shop on Fowle street 
near the crossing, where he has sinee 
pursued his business of shoe repairing 
with success. He was a devout Christian, 
uniting early in life with the Methodist 
church. He was one of the founders of 
Methodism in Woburn, for many years 
a class leader, and always led a con- 
sistent and faithful life. 

Mr. and Mrs. Andrews had four children, 
Albert, who died in infaney; Mrs. John 
lL. Parker; Ilenry L., the well known 
printer; and Jennie HL, who died Dee. 
19, 1880. Mr. Andrews was unobtrusive 
in his manner, but a thoroughly good 
citizen, a Republican in polities, and 
always found on the side of good govern- 
ment and righteous laws. Since becom- 
ing a voter he had never missed casting 
his vote in all State, National, town or 
city elections.

The three 
remaining spans were erected without 
scaffolding or other false work, ac 
cording to the new system called by 
the Americans “cantilever,” 

To illustrate the great economy and 
safety resulting from the simplicity of 
the American system, the author re 
ealls the facts which occurred a few 
years ago on the Ovoya railroad, which 
crosses the Cordilleras at an alti 
tude of more than 12,000 feet. 
At the Verrugas viaduct, three short 
spans on the Fink system, 100 feet 
long, were erected in sixteen hours by 
a force of fifty men ata height of 275 
feet above the ground, On the same 


length, were erected. Two were built 
by the English, with the old American 
Town truss. The erection required 
more than two months. When tested | 
the first one fell into the ravine. The 

second also broke down, when loaded, 
and fell upon the seatfolding which 
had been left in place. The third 
bridge, of French construction, and | 
whose lattice trusses were riveted, 
was erected in about a month, and 
sustained the test perfectly. The 
fourth, of American construction, on 


test without injury. It had been 
erected in five days. An interesting 
fact to be noted is that the three Euro 
pean bridges weighed 164 tons, while 
the American bridge only weighed 
sixty-six tons. These four bridges 
were of iron, and their prices must 
necessarily have been in proportion to 
their weights, apart from certain dif- 
ferences in the method of construe- 
tion. 

After the reading of this communi- 
cation, Mr, 8. Perisse expressed the 
opinion that, when the question of 
time is a condition sine qua non, it 
is well to use American pinned 
bridges; but that in all othercases the 
Boat aeetce should be given to riveted 
ridges, Even though pinned bridges 
sustain tests just as well as riveted 
bridges, there is reason to believe that 
the latter will be more durable, since 
the play which necessarily oceurs be 
tween the pins and the holes is a sure 
cause of destruction that does not exist 
in riveted bridges, 

On the other hand, to compare the 
economy of one system with that of 
the other, account should be taken 
not only of the weight, but also of the 
cost of constructica per unit of | 
weight, which, according to Mr, Pe- 
risse, must be much higher for pinned 
than for riveted bridges; but it is none 
the less true that Americans know how 
to build fast and well. 

Mr. Regnard remarked that people 
often made mistakes in talking about 
the pins of American bridges. They 
are not, properly speaking, bolts for 
tightening joints, but, more accurate- 
ly, large joint pins of great diameter,

“Oh, no, T have never been to one 
for itis the easiest thing in the world 
to take care of one’s own nails—just a 
little care every day.” 

“Well, I've tried and tried, and I

Hlere I listened for the prescription, 
which in sum and substance was as 
follows: 

In order to keep the skin back from 
the nail use a nail brush freely—us- 
ing it on the nails particularly. Then 
in drying my hands, I work the towel 
from the point of the nail back toward 
the finger. Leut my nails often and 
don’t let them get too long, By cut- 
ting the nails in such a way that the 
corners do not adhere to the skin, hang 
nails can be avoided and the shape of 
the nails changed, Where the nails are 
thin and inclined to break, frequent 
oiling is necessary, and the nails 
should neyer be polished, except when 
some oily substance is used beside the 
powder, ‘This keeps the nails more 
pliable, and no matter how thin they 
are, if properly treated they are 
more liable to break than thicker ones. 
Another thing that is bad for the nails 
is polishing them too roughly. They 
should be lightly touched and not 
rubbed until they become heated.

Making Cans by Machinery. 

An exhibition was given the other 
day atthe works, Otsego and Dickin 
of the operation of ama 
chine for rapidly making tin fruit, 

vegetable and fish cans, 

The machine is about fifty feet long. 
The flat tin of a proper size for the can 
is placed on an endless chain at one 
end. It then into a machine 
where the tin is rolled into the shape 
of a can and the edges fastened. A 
series of gas jets next heat the partly 
made can, and a potof solder distri- 
butes its metal along the edge. The 
can then passes by a sharp turn to a 
traveler, where fingers grasp it and 
hold itin position as the top and bot 
tom of the ean drops through a slot 
position. Another series of gras 
jets and solder further on fix one end, 
and then, by an ingenious inovement 
of the traveler, the other end is pre 
sented to still another series of gas jets 
and solder, and the can is ready for 
use It w just forty-five seconds 
from the time tne flat sheet of tin was 
placed in the machine until it’ passed 
out, fifty feet away, a finished ean, 

The maehine, it is claimed, is the 
ouly one of the kind ever built, and is 
almost entirely automatic in all its 
movements, Itis said that, with ten 
men, from 40,000 to 60,000 cans can be 
turned out in aday, it requiring 200 
hands to turn out that many by hand

A High Compliment for Master Brown, 
WOBURN. 


This Almshouse, though not a model 

in respect to plan, 1s well built and well 
kept. Throughout there is a great degree 
of cleanliness, the ventilation is good, 
and the house as a whole is in fair repair, 
The sexes are well separated, each has a 
bathroom with appurtenances and they 
mingle only at meals, which are eaten 
ina common dining-room at separate 
tables, aud are of good quality and 
abundant. Usually there are at the 
Almshouse some persons under sentence 
to the workhouse who are practically 
treated as paupers, mingling in all 
occupations, but more strictly held to 
labor. Good discipline is maintained 
everywhere. Including two sentenced 
men, there were thirty inmates at the 
institution, nineteen men, nine women 
and two children, among whom two are 
epileptic, one insane and one idiotic.— 
Eleventh Annual Report of the State Board 
of Lunacy and Charity, 1889. 
“Last Saturday’s Boston Herald  con- 
tained two columns or more of adverse 
criticisms on the way the Almshouses of 
our State are conducted based on the 
above named report, but that of this 
city did not fall under the JZerald’s con- 
demnation. According to that document 
there was no reason why it should, Ours 
is a model institution of the kind and in| 
the 8th annual report of the Board it) 
was given a place of merit only three 
below the head. It was then under the 
same management as at present, 

Mr. Nathan W. Brown has been Master 
of the Woburn Almshouse six years come 
March next and during that period its 
affairs have been conducted in the best 
possible manner. He has given satisfac- 
tion to the inmates and also to the 
authorities of the Pauper Department, 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown have had along 
experience in conducting public institu- 
tions of this character and they can 
show credentials which entitle them to 
an honorable recognition among Masters 
and Matrons. They have made a success 
of their calling, and in the management 
of almshouses no people have been more} 
successful or more generally liked than} 
they. 

When March comes round again and 
with it the time for a re-election of Mas- 
ter and Matron of the Woburn Alims- 
house Mr. and Mrs. Brown ought to be 
chosen, and there is no sort of doubt but 
that they will be. Their services in the} 
Pauper Department have been too vaiu-

THE CAMERA AND THE HEAVENS. 
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The Methods Employed and Uses of Pho- 
tographing the Stars, 

A mariner, who drawing near 
| port at night, is guided by the two en 
trance lights tothe harbor, Ashe ap 
proaches he sees these two lights sepa- 
rate, while when hv leaves the harbor 
at night the further he gets away the 
closer do the lights appear to draw to- 
gether. In a similar manner the as- 
tronomer observes the lights of the uni- 
verse to learn whither the great so 
lar system is tending, His beacons are 
the stars, and in that region toward 
Which the sun is approaching the stars 
seem to spread away from each other, 
while in that opposite region from 
which the sun is retreating the stars 
seem to draw in more closely together, 
Indeed, it is only by observing these 
changes in the apparent places of the 
stars that we learn the fact of the sun’s 
motion, ‘To investigate the subject 
properly we must employ a large num 
ber of stars, and we must wait a very 
long time in order to measure their 
displacements with precision, ‘This is 
exactly the kind of work in which the 
photographs may be expected to help 
us, Every plate will be carefully 
treasured up, to be compared with the 
plates taken in subsequent years, and 
from the changes in the apparent 
places of the stars we shall learn with 
more accuracy than we have hitherto 
been able to acquire the true facts with 
regard to that mighty voyage through 
space on which our sun and all his 
system is journeying. 

But there are many other aids which 
photography renders to us in our ef- 
forts to learn more of the skies. One 
of the most diflicult problems is that 
of determining the distance of stars, 
This depends upon very careful meas- 
urements made between a star and 
other stars in its neighborhood. It 
often takes an hour to measure the ap- 
parent distance between two stars in 
the ordinary way, but in that hour the 
telescope might much more profitably 
be pmployed in taking a photograph 
on Which 100 stars, or perhaps more, 
would be found, and the distance be- 
tween every pairof which would ad- 
mit of being determined with accu- 
racy, 

Still, other and more marvelous ap- 
plications of photography to the heay- 
ens have been made. The greatest 
telescopes are often directod to the ob 
servation of the nebulie, or stains and 
patches of light situated at incredible 
depthsin space. There are thousands 
of these objects known to those as 
tronomers who assiduously cultivate 
this branch of their seience, and the 
nebutie are all so faint that, with a 
single exception, they are invisible to 
the unaided eye. The exception is the 
Great Nebulw, in Andromeda, which 
appears like adull spotof light, just 
visible as a glimmer on the darkest 
night, Tor ages this object has at 
tracted the attention of astronomers, 
and numerous drawings have been 
made of it. But the nature of the 
Great Nebuliw was never understood 
until My, Isaae Roberts obtained a mar- 
yous photographic picture of the nebu- 
lu, after an exposure of four hours, It 
was then scen to be composed of a 
number of rings of gaseous material, 
apparently in a highly heated state, 
and doubtless going through some 
great process of transformation, 

Hardly less wonderful is the photo 
graphic picture of the Pleiades. This 
well known group of little stars ex 
hibits no nebulosity in the telescope, 
but after along exposure a nebuliw is 
depicted on the plate, Tere photogra 
phy has been the means of telling us of 
the existence of a mighty nebuli sur 
rounding the Pleiades, but which was 
quile unknown till the photograph 
showed it. Eyen now it has neyer 
been actually seen in the telescope.

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THE VALUE OF MINUTES. 


Different Views Regarding the Interesting 
Question of Wasted Time, 


There are many different and more 


jor less conflicting views as to what 


constitutes a waste of time, Bevere 
people consider every moment wasted 
that is not devoted to productive work 
or necessary sleep or rest, They would 
make of man a mere machine, to be fed 
to maintain his energies, to be allowed 
to sleep a limited number of hours to 
wevent wearing out, but would have 
iim devote all his other hours to work 
of some kind, 

Other people, a little broaderin their 
views, recognize the need of intellee 
tual culture and would permit a cer- 
tain amount of time to be given to 
reading and study without counting it 
a waste, The liberals recognize an 
other need of humanity, and allow 
some hours for recreation and amuse 
ment, But there may be waste of 
time under any of these limitations, 


}and they may be to some extent vio 


lated without waste, Time is wasted 
that does not produce benefit of some 
kind to the individual, but the kinds 
of benetit to whieh he is susceptible 
are so many and the needs of different 
men so various that there is an almost 
infinite variety of ways in which time 
may be usefully employed, The test 
as to whether time is being wasted 
must, therefore, be applied in individ 
ual eases, and the only question is 
Whether it is being beneficially em 
ployed, 

That time devoted to recreation or 
amucvementis not wasted is expressed 
in the old proverb: ‘All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy.” A 
cheerful disposition is such an impor- 
tant factor in energetic work that to de- 
prive aman of the enjoyments of life 
is to curtail his working power. If, 
however, a due proportion is not 
maintained between work and play 
there is a waste of time in the opposite 
direction, ‘Too much amusement pro 
motes a distaste for work, 

The hours devoted to reading and 
study are beneficially employed, not 
wasted, when the line of study is such 
as to promote the welfare of the in- 
dividual, but tirne may be wasted in 
reading that which is of no benefit or 
that which distracts one’s thoughts 
from necessary occupations. Time 
may even be wasted in productive 
work if it should be of a kind that de- 
grades or that is less beneficial than 
other available kinds of work, But 
by far the greatest waste of time comes 
from want of method, It is constant 
hour by hour, and like the constant 
dropping of water on astone, produces 
an effect apparently out of all propor- 
tion to the cause, 

very one has noticed that in a well 
ordered househoid or shop every tool 
has its pace aad work proceeds sys- 
tematically. One thing is no sooner 
done than another is ready at hand, 
and the tools are always in order and 
ready to be taken up. On_ the other 
hand, in a anepatake household or 
shop, working without method, there 
are frequent interruptions or delays 
while the question is being considered 
what to do next, or while search is be- 
ing made for tools that when found 
have to be put in order before the main 
work can be begun, <A few minutes 
out of an hour may be wasted in such 
delays, but in the aggregate they 
amount to a total that shows this to be 
one of the most common and almost 
unnoted sources of the waste of time. 

In large establishments employing 
thousands of men the employer has to 
look after the possible waste of time, 
by as many indiyidualsas he employs, 
and his prosperity or failure may turn 
upon this simple question of a waste of 
time. In such a case the loss by the 
individual is so greatly multiplied that 
in a single day it may amount to 
enough to offset the prolits of aclose 
business, This is the reason for the 
attention given in manufacturing es- 
tablishments to methods of doing 
work and for the strict rules govern- 
ing the admission and departure of 
workingmen, 

To the individual it sometimes seems 
unnecessary to close the doors at 7 
o'clock and compel a man who is one 
minute late to lose a quarter of a day, 
but a little ealeulation shows the ne- 
cessity for such a rule, It is not only 
the individual who would lose time if 
such rules did not exist. The whole 
establishment would be demoralized if 
they were not established and en 


forced, thousands of dollars’ worth of | 


machinery would lie idle, along with 
the workmen, and it would be impossi- 
ble to keep the work moving from de 
partment to department so as to avoid 
further waste of time. 

Ina workshop employing 8,000 men 
five minutes’ wasted time by each man 
ina day would mean the loss of the la- 
bor of twenty-five men for a day of 
ten hours, besides the incidental losses 
due to idle machinery and the dilli 
culty of keeping the whole establish 
ment constantly employed if there 
should be uncertainty as to the out- 
put from any department. The ex- 
treme case of a feos establishment 
only serves to point out what 
takes place on a smaller seale in small- 
er factories and workshops where there 
is lack of method or disregard of rules 
as to the hours of labor. 

The particular ways in which time 
should be employed (always assuming 
they are not positively harmful) are 
really of less importance than that 
there should be method in the use of 
time and avoidance of the smaller 
items of waste that result from care- 
lessness in preparation, thoughtless- 
ness and a neglect of system.—Balti- 
more Sun,

One drunken Ttalian 
threw alighted kerosene lamp at the 
head of another drunken Italian, an 
explosion took place, and the destruc- 
tion of the building with a terrible loss 
of life followed. 


On Sunday forenoon the Sears Build- 
ing on the corner of Washington and 


Court streets, Boston, was partially 
burned up. Young’s Hotel had a nar- 
row escape. Several persons were 


severely injured and sent to the hospital. 


A fire with terribly lamentable con- 
sequences occurred in’ Washington, D. 
C., about half past 6 o'clock last Mon- 
dag morning. It was the residence 
Secretary of the Navy ‘Tracy. Mrs. 
Tracy either jumped or fell from a 
second story window and was killed ; 
one of their daughters was burned to 
death ; a servant was roasted alive ; and 
the Seeretary was drawn from the burn- 
ing building unconscious. He however 
revived after awhile aud was soon out 
of danger. It was a shocking affair, 
and the whole Nation sympathize with 
the Secretary in his great loss, 


AWARD OF ARBITRATORS., 


Elsewhere in this issue of the Jour- 
NAL is published the award of the 
Board of State Arbitrators on matters 
in controversy between the leather 
makers and their employes in this city.

questions in dispute were con- 


sidered by the Board on the application | 


of representatives of both sides who 
agreed before the hearing to abide by 
the decision. 

The award appears to be a fair one 
to all parties concerned. ‘The price list 
is nearly 6 percent higher asa whole 
than that published and insisted on 
by the manufacturers; the minimum 
wages in certain departments are raised 
from 50 cents to $1.00; and in hardly 
any the Board make a cut- 
down. 

The report, so far as the Journan 
has been able to learn, is generally 
sitisfactory, although some writer in 
last Saturday’s Globe tried to make it 
out that both sides were disappointed 
and trouble might come out of it yet. 
Such writers ought to be suppressed as 
public mischiel-mikers, 

The Arbitrators did a good job here ; 
their award sensible men 
eminently fair and just; and in settling 
the great labor strike in our city the 
Board has proved the necessity of its 
existence.

— On the night of Feb. 5, 1844, at 
a meeting of the citizens of Woburn 32 
leading meu among them were organ- 
ized into « posse comitatus for the pur- 
pose of raiding Torn Pond House and 
putting a stop to the gambling then and 
there constantly and scandalously car- 
ried on. One ‘Tilton was the landlord 
and in almost every room of the house 
gambling tools were kept for use. ‘The 
raid was a successful one. ‘The com- 
mittee of 82 found a cock fight in full 
blast and scores of sports from Boston 
and elsewhere around the pit. The 
Whole outfit was seized by the posse 
comitatus and carried up to the village. 
Lawsuits grew out of the affair, but 
gambling at Horn Pond House—once 
one of Boston's most popular inland 
summer resorts—received its deathblow 
that vight. Of the 32 bold and dash- 
ing raiders it is believed that only 5 are 
now alive, amoug whomis G, R. Gage, 
isq., of this city.

What a Manufacturer Thinks of the 
List. 


The following opinion by James Skin- 
ner, Esq., one of the largest leather 
makers in this city, is so fair and candid 
and withal so sensible that we give it a 
place in the columns of the JounNnaL 
with pleasure: 

“Comparisons had not been made with 
the list that went into effect when the 
strikers resumed work, but compared 
with the price list offered by the manu- 
facturers, thore was a raise of about & 
per cent, The manufacturers’ price list 
proposed an increase of 4 per cent, but 
the strikers demanded 7 ov & per cent, 
80 that the State board's list was to all 
intents a compromise, In my opinion, 
the list will be more to the advantage of 
the workmen than the manufacturers, 
and is perhaps a little in excess of what 
the present state of trade will admit. 
One great advantage will be uniformity 
i) prices paid, Heretofore prices have 
Varied greatly aniong manufacturers for 

he same amount of work per day, The 

nights of Labor committees who took 
it nto their lands to remedy this evil, 
did not haye enough practical knawledge 
af the business to make an o« uitable 
settlement af the amount of work to be 
done in & day. In designating the 
number af sides for a day's work in the 
tanneries, nO Consideration was made for 
the length of a side, its size and weight, 
Tf one manufacturer ran heavy stock and 
left the bellies and shanks ‘untrimmed 
he had the same number of gides done 
per day as another manufacturer on light 
weights from which the betlies and 
shanks were cut off. Thus the former 
manufacturer had an iulvanutage over the 
latter according to the rulings of the K, 
of L. committee, while the workmen in 
one faetory did far more work per day 
than those in the other. 

“In making out the State board price 
list the question of what should consti- 
tute a day's work was not taken into 
consideration, In accordance with the 
concession nade hy the warkmen this 
point was left entirely in the manufact- 
urers’ hands,”

A Costly Leather. 


A very costly kind of leather is known 
to the trade as “piano leather,’’ and, 
though it is well known that American 
tauners have for a long time been ac- 
quainted with the secret of Russian 
leather making, with its peculiarly 
pungent and lasting odor, the secret of 
tanning piano leather 1s still held exclu- 
sively by a family of tanners in Thurin- 
sia, Germany—a peculiar fact, however, 
yeing that the skins from which it is 
tanned are procured almost entirely in 
America, The leather has but one use, 
the covering of piano keys. It is a 
particular kind of buckskin. ‘The skin 
of the common red or Virginia deer will 
not make the leather, a species of the 
animal known as the gray deer, and 
found only in the vicinity of the great 
northern lakes, alone furnishing the 
material, The German tanners have an 
agency in Detroit which collects the 
skins of this deer from the Indian and 
half-breed hunters, the latter paying an 
avera Fo PHOS of about twenty cents per 
poun or the green skins. When re- 
turned to this country, however, as piano 
leather, they cost the manufacturer from 
$15 to $18 per pound. ‘The world’s 
supply of this invaluable and essential 
material is supplied by the Kretzchmar 
family of tanners, who carry on as many 
as six establishments in Germany, the 
largest and best being at Gera, in 
Thuringia.—New York Sun.

Leather-Making and Shoes, 


At the annual meeting of the New 
England Shoe and Leather Association, 
held in Boston Jan. 15, ex-Governor 
Claflin was re-elected president. 
suid that ‘New Englund seems destined 
to remain the centre of the shoe and 
leather industry for many decades, if 
not for all time.” There were 3,599,- 
980 cases of boots and shoes sent out 
by sea and rail from Boston during 
the past year, as against 1,250,201 
cases in 1870. 


When the late labor troubles here 
first began one of the largest leather 
manufacturers in this city made a 
prospecting trip into Pennsylvania, 
New York and tanning cities farther 
west with the firm determination of 
settling and going into the leather 
business anywhere out there where 
inducements might be strong enough 
to warrant the change. He isa gentle- 
man of sound sense and correct observa- 
tion and he made a careful survey of 
the principal Jeather-making localities 
on the other side of the Alleghanies. 
He returned perfectly satisfied to stay 
in Woburn, Excepting in the matter 
of bark Woburn and the rest of New 
England have the long end of the yoke 
on their side for the manufacture of 
leather, and even in the matter of bark 
the slight advantage which the West 
now holds is fast slipping out of its 
hunds, He decided to remain right 
here in this important centre of leather 
making, and not only so, but he has 
gone to work and largely increased his 
business. If the Board of Trade, the 
Young Mens Association, the Business 
Mens Committee, would all join drives, 
abandon the chimerical idea of making 
this a great shoe manufacturing place, 
and throw their united efforts into plans 
for increasing the great industry which 
makes Woburn famous abroad, much 
more and better fruits would come from 
their movements to secure more business 
here than will be realized by working 
on the present lines.

The following bit of history, fur- 
nished us by «# lineal descendant of 
Count Rumford, will, we doubt not, 
prove of interest to many others of his 
descendants here, as well as to those of 
Loammi Baldwin, who also was a cele- 
brated personage in Middlesex county 
in his day.—Ep.

THE CHILDHOOD OF JESUS. | 


LESSON VI, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 9. 


Text of the L n, Luke fl, 40-52—Com- 
mit Verses 49-52—Golden Text, Luke tl, 
52—Commentary by the Rev. D. M.

40, “And the child grew and waxed strong 
in spirit, filled with wisdom.” Having 
performed all things according to the law, | 


Joseph and Mary returned to their humble 
home at Nazareth, there to abide, And there 


grew up this wonderful child of whom the 
angels sang and the shopherds testified, and 
whom the wise men came from the east to 
see and worship; whose advent had troubled | 
the king and all Jerusalem, and for whom | 
many little children bad already laid down | 
their lives (Matt, ii, 8,16). This verse tells 
all we know of His life after the return to 
Navareth until He was twelve years of age. 
As to His body He grew and waxed strong 
(the Revised Version leaves out the 
words “in spirit’) as any healthy child 
would, His body was flesh and blood, | 
just like ours; He took such a body that 
in it He might die and thus destroy him 
that had the power of death, that is, the devil, 

“The grace of God was upon Him,” The 
manifest blessing and power of God was upon | 
Him even as a little boy; He was a holy child, | 
and the same grace will be vpon every boy | 
and girl today who earnestly desires it, that 
they may glorify God, Let the scholars read | 
these texts: John i, 14-17; Acts iv, 33; xiii, 
48; xx, 32; Rom, iii, 24; If Cor, viii, 0; ix, 8; 
xii, 0; II Pet. iii, 18. 

41, “Now, His parents went to Jerusalem 
every year at the feast of the passover,” It 
is written in the law of Moses, ‘*Three times | 
thou shalt keep a feast unto me in the year, 
* * * Three times in the year all thy 
males shall appear before the Lord God" (Ex, 
xxiii, 14-17), The passover was kept in the | 
first month of the year, to commemorate the 
deliverance of Israel from the bondage of 
Egypt (Ex. xii, 1-7), and not only points 
backward to that deliverance, but also for- 
ward to a greater deliverance from all na- 
tions of the earth, when the passover shall be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of God. 

42. “And when he was twelve years old 
they went up to Jerusalem, after the custom 
of the feast.” This was probably His first 
visit to Jerusalem since He had been there as 
wn infant in His mother’s arms; but often 
had the events of the first great passover 


Isaac and Jacob, | 
and the later events under Joshua, the Judges 
and the Kings. Many must have been the 
questions asked by this wise boy concerning 
all things of which Moses and the prophets 
had written, nnd wonderful for wisdom His | 
own sayings, even as a child, 

43. “And when they had fulfilled the 
days.” The passover was on the fourteenth 
day of the month at even, and the next day 
began the feast of unleavened bread, which 
continued seven days, so that the full time of 
the feast would be eight days (Ley, xxili, 5). 

44. “They sought Him among their kins- 
folk and acquaintance.” Here is another 
strange thing that His parents should think | 
that such a child would prefer the coinpany 
of kinsfolk or acquaintance to that of His 
own mother, There is evidently some neg- 
lect here on the part of Mary of the precious | 
trust committed to her, which is all the more 
strange at such atime as this when she is 
just returning from this holy feast, If we 
have just been to the Holy Communion, and 
then on our way home allow other things to 
occupy our minds and form the subject of 
our conversation, we shall doubtless lose our 
fellowship with Jesus, and it may take some 
time to have it restored. 

5, “They turned back again to Jerusalem, 
seeking Him.” Having failed to find Him or 
obtain tidings of Him among their kinsfolk, 
they next retrace their steps to Jerusalem, 
full, no doubt, of anxious thdughts concern- 
ing Him. A day's journey they had 
without Him carelessly; a day’s journey they 
retrace their steps sorrowfully, Do we ever 
i Him and 
wander away from Him, our hearts filled 
with other things? If so, let us not wonder if 
it takes more than a day’s sorrowful seeking 
ere we again rejoice in Him, * See in the fifth 
chapter of the Song of Solomon how a little 
neglect of The Beloved aid slowness to re- 
spond when He calls causes much anxious and 
sorrowful seeking, Abiding and ready obedi- 
ence is the only way. 

46, ‘After three days they found Him in 
the temple.” A day’s seeking in the city, 
and finally they think of the Temple, and 
there they find Him. Why did they not go 
right to the temple as soon as they reached 
the city? It looks us if Mary had forgotten 
Gabriel's words coucerning this child, as if | 
she did not know just who her child really 
was; asif, though outwardly keeping the feast 
of the Lord, she was not in fellowship with 
Him, Her ancestor David had made it the 
habit of his life to inquire of the Lord about 
everything, but Mary does not seem to have 
done so (1 Sam, xxiii, 2,4; xxx, 8; II Sam. 
ii, 1; v, 19, 28), else she would sooner have 
found her son, or not have lost Him at all. 

“Sitting in the midst of the doctors, both 
hearing them, and asking them questions.”

The word “doctor” is found only here and 
in chap. v, 1; Acts v, $1; but the Greek word 
signifies a teacher, and is thus translated 


many times; so we see the boy Jesus in the 
midst of the teachers of the law, listening to 
them and asking them questions, and, for 
aught we know, he had spent the three days 
in this manner, no doubt kindly cared for by 
some of thei, 

47. “And all that heard Him were aston- 
ished at His understanding and answers,” 
They probably found one better versed in 
many things in the law than they were them- 
selves, able to answer all their questions and 
toask themiany questions which puzzled 
them, He did not waste his time like the 
young people of today upon story papers and 
magazines, but, no doubt, confined Himself 
to the one great book of the Law, the Prophets 
and the Psalms. Let me say to any who find 
the Bible a dull book that it was so to me 
once, but God, by His Spirit, has made it the | 
most interesting of books, and what He has 
done for me He will do for you; only ask 
Him (Luke xi, 0) 

48, “Son, why hast Thou thus dealt with 
usf Behold, Thy father and I have sought 
Thee sorrowing.” This was the salutation of 
Mary when they found Him in the temple, 
He might have replied; Why did you go off 
without mef’ But we cannot think of Him 
ever saying anything impertinent or unduti- 


ful. In ull His life He did no sin; Hoe knew 
no sin; He was without sin (L Pet. fi, 23; 
Il Cor. v, 21; Hel. iv, 15). If we ever 
sorrow because we seem to have lost 
Him, it must be our own fault, for He has 
said, “I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee” (Heb, xiii, 5), Another truth is that 


all who sorrowfully seek Hira are sure to find 
Him (Jer, xxix, 15; Jobu xx, 11-17). 

40. “And He said unto them, How is it 
that ye sought mef Wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father's business?’ (2. V.); “In 
my Father's house,” or literally, ‘In the 
things of my Father.” This is the first re 
corded utterance of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the one solitary recorded utterance of ryehd 

ears, Thirty years, unknown, He trod Ga 
thee’ 's sequestered sod, yet He was the Son of 
God. Daily life, at Joseph’ s call; daily duties 
howe'er sinall, ‘yet He was the ly prd of all.”

To Clean Engravings. 

It frequently happens that fine en- 
gravings, notwithstanding every pre- 
caution, become soiled and stained, 
und a recipe for restoring them is val- 


uable. Put the engraving on asmooth 
board and coyer it with a thin layer 


of common salt, finely pulverized; 
then squeeze lemon juice upon the salt 
until a considerable portion of it is dis- 
solved. After every part of the pic- 
ture has been subjected to this treat- 
ment elevate one end of the board so 
that it will form an angle of 45 degs, 
with the horizon, Then pour on the 
engraving boiling water until the salt 
and lemon juice are well washed off. 
It will then be perfectly free from 


stain. It must be dried on the board 
or some smooth surface gradually, If 
dried by the fire or sun it will be 


tinged with a dingy, yellowish color,

On the face of the papers Mr. David 
I. Moreland was elected last ‘Tuesday 
u Representative to the General Court 
to fill a vacaney caused by the death 
of Mr. John S. True of this District. 
Tt does not follow however that he was 
the winning candidate, which is a ques- 
tion that only the recount which Mr. 
Bancroft will ask for can determine. 

According to the returns as they 
were submitted und counted on ‘Tues- 
day evening, Moreland had 1073 votes 
to Bancroft 1071, giving him a lead of 
only two. 

Whether Mr. Moreland is counted in 
or counted out will be of no particular 
political consequence, but the effect of 
the election on his future political for- 
tunes may be of a character to lead him 
to seriously question in his own mind 
whether politics is, tuke it by and large, 
a business greatly to be preferred to 
that of currying hides. 

If there had been a general turnout 
of the Republicans Mr. Moreland would 


hnve been routed, horse, foot and 
dragoons. As it was, only about 600 
of them voted, the other 315 ballots 


against Moreland being cast by Demo- 
crats, including a handsome sprinkling 
of K. of L. Many of these same 
stay-awiy Republicans heard 
howling for dear life against Moreland 
the next morning after election. 

We trust Mr. Baneroft and his 
friends in Reading will exercise true

For the benefit of those who grumble 
at every slight detention of muil as. it 
passes through the hands of **Uucle 
Sam’s” postal clerks, and for the inter- 
est of all we publish the following curi- 
ous document, issued by Gov. Lovelace 
in 1672, by which the first Government 
postal route iu the United States was 
formally established : 

‘*Whereus it is thought convenient, 
und necessary, in obedience to his 
Sacred Mujesty’s Commands, who en- 


-|joynes all his subjeets, in their distinct 


colonyes to enter into a strict Allyance 


and Correspondency with each other, as 


likewise for the advancement of Nego- 


tiation, Trade, and Civill Commerce, 
and for a more speedy Intelligence and 


Dispatch of atfayres, that a messenger 


or Post bee authorised to sett forth trom 
this City of New-Yorke, monthly, and 
thence to 


travaile to Boston, from 
whence within that month hee shall re- 
turne againe to this City. ‘These are 


therefore to give notice to all persons 
concerned, ‘That on the first day of 
January next (1673) the 


messenger 
appointed shall proceed on his Journey 
to Boston: If any therefore have any 
letters or small portable goods to bee 
conveyed to Hartford, Connecticott, 
Boston, or any other purts on the Road, 
they shall bee carefully delivered ac- 
cording to the Directions by a sworne 
Messenger and Post, who is purposely 
imployed in that Affuyre ; [n the Interim 
those that bee dispos’d to send Letters, 
lett them bring them to the Secretary's 
office, where ina lockt Box they shall 
be preserv’d till the Messenger calls for 
them, All persons paying the Post be- 
fore the Bagg bee sealed up. 

‘Dated ut New Yorke this 10th day

John is supposed to have been now about 
| 80 years of age, Verse 23 of this chapter 
informs us that Jevus was about that age 
| when He began His public ministry, John 
was about six months older than Jesus, and 
probably preceded Him in His ministry about 
that time, The Levites were not to begin to 
serve about the tabernacle until they were 80 
yoars old; this is stated just seven times in 
Num, iv, and may have been the reason why 
John and Jesus began their ministry at 
that age, All we know of the history of 
John’s thirty years is summed up in two 
sentences: ‘He shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, even from his mother's womb,” and 
“The child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, 
and was in the deserts till the day of his 
shewing unto Israel” (Luke i, 15-80), 

7. “Then said He to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptized of Him,” He had 
not come forth from the wilderness of His 
own accord, He did not run without being 
sent, for the word of God came unto Him in 
the wilderness (verse 2) and He came forth at 
His command, 

“O generation of vipers! (R. V., ye off- 
spring of vipers) who hath warned you to flee 
from the wrath to come?’ Matt, tii, 7, says 
that he addressed these words to the many 
Pharisees and Sadducees who came to his 
baptism, They were the religious people of 
the day, fully described by Jesus in His eight 
woes In Matt. xxiii, and by the Spirit in 
Acts xxiii, 8, The religion of the former was 
all outward, to be seen of men, while their 
hearts were full of hypocrisy and iniquity 
(Matt, xxiii, 28); the latter denied the resur- 
rection and that there were angels or spirits, 
Jesus called them by tho same name as John, 


(Matt, xxiii, 83), On another occasion He 
told them that they were children of the 
devil, the father of lies (John viii, 44), 

8. “Bring forth, therefore, fruits worthy 
of repentance.” They trusted in the fact that 
they were descendants of Abraham, and 
therefore the promises to him were sure to 
them; they did not see that in order to be 
true children of Abraham they must believe 
ashe believed and live as he lived. They 
were like those in our day who think that, be- 
cause they have been baptized in infancy and 
in due time confirmed, therefore they are 
Cbristians and sure of heaven, no matter how 
they live. To all such the word is, “If you 
have truly repented and turned to God, prove 
it by your works, Faith without works is 
dead” (Jas, ii, 20, 26), 

0, “Every tree, therefore, which bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down and cast 
into the fire.” Jesus used the very same 
words in His sermon on the mount (Matt. vil, 
10), and taught the same truth in His parable 
of the barren fig tree (Luke xiii, 6-0), 

10, 11, “The people (R. V., the multitudes) 
asked him, saying: What shall we do, then?” 
Having heard His words to the religious lead 
ers, the common people ask what message He 
has for them, They made no boast of their 
goodness, did not display their religion, per- 
haps felt that they had none to speak of; they 
were the working people, and it required 
all their efforts to earn enough to keep body 
and soul together; but they had heard the 
ery to repent, for the kingdoin was at hand; 
they had come to be baptized, and now how 
can they show their sincerity! Tho answer 
is, By dotug good with just what they have, 
“He that hath, he that hath,” let him di 
what he can with that to help those whx 
have nothing, and thus provo the sincerity 
of his repentance, James says just the same 
thing in chap. ii, 15, 16; and Jobn asks how 
the Jove of Godcan dwell in any one whe 
has this world’s goods and seeth his brother 
have noed, yet shutteth up his-bowels of com 
passion from him (I John iii, 17), 

12, 13, “Then came also publicans to be 
baptized, and said unto him, Master, what 
shall we dof’ These were the tax collectors, 
whose temptation, and perhaps custom, was 
to collect more than the regular tax, so that 
their own pockets might be well lined. 

14. ‘And the soldiers likewise demanded of

House Drains. 


House drains, as a source of ground 
contamination, are even more danger- 
ous than the common sewers, since 
they are so frequently located imme 
diately under the house, where the re- 
sults of any defect are more directly 
manifested, By unskillful construce- 
tion, or by subsequent careless usage 
or want of repair, the filth is effused 
into the basement or cellar, and im- 
wernates the soil under the house. 
Yh country districts isolated outbreaks 
of diptheria, traceable to cesspool ef 
fluvia, are not atall uncommon. In 
these cases, it is generally found that 
there is a water closet in the house, 
where there is little or no provision 
for any change of air, that the soil 
pipe is never ventilated and that the 
closet drain discharges into a cesspool 
which is completely covered up, and 
only cleaned at rare intervals. The 
consequence is that any gases generat- 
ed in the cesspool have no outlet, ex 
cept through the water closet into the 
house, and hence result attacks of 
diphtheria, ulcerated sore throats and 
other ailments, From an inquiry, in 
stituted by the state board of health of 
Massachusetts, respecting the predis- 
posing causes of diphtheria, its preva- 
lence, ete., it is shown that this dis 
ease jas been most severe in the rural 
districts where there are no sewers, 
and where the drainage is bad.—John

An Insect Tinmigrant That ts Saving Call- 
fornin’s Orange Industry, 

An entomologieal romance! You | 
never heard of sucha thing, perhaps. | 
And yet the bug bureau in the depurt 
mont of agriculture has one to tell, 
Just listen, and see if you do not find 
it awfully interesting. 

“or some years past,” said Mr. 
Howard, of the bureau, “the groat or 
ange industry of California has been 
threatened with destruction by an in 
sect that sticks its beak into the tree 


forth a sort of exudation whieh has 
procured for the pest the name of 
‘while seale.’ It attacks not only or 
anges and lemons, but all the citrus 
tribe, trees of many other kinds and 


the complaint since, though the fruit 
trees were cleansed of it, the scale 
would immediately infest an orchard 
again from neighboring plants or 
yrasses, So bad was it in California 
that orange growers there within a 
year have been digging up their or- 
ehards and going into other sorts of 
farming. Twelve months ago it looked 
seriously as though the state would 
shortly cease altogether to produce 
oranges. It was high time that some 
thing should be done.” 

“And what was done?” asked the re 
porter, interested, 

“Something entirely new to science 
and human knowledge, It was no- 
ticed that when the seale first appear 
ed, a few years ago, it: tackled, to be 
grin with, the acacia tree, imported 
from Australia, Naturally, the in- 
ference was that the sealo had come 
from Australia with the acacia, and 
the most distinguished entomologists 
of the island continent were written 
to about the matter, They all said 
that the white scale was plentiful in 
Australia, but that it did not amount 
toa pest. The orange orchards were 
attacked by it, but did not  sulfer, 
Why?

California, May be, being more deli- 
eate than the seale inseet, it had not 
survived the voyage. much hay- 
ing been determined, the next thing 
was to find the enemy. The Austra 
lian entomoloyvists were asked about it, 
but they all said that they had never 
heard of such a thing, save one ex- | 
This man replied that he had 

found a yery small fly that wasa para- 
site of the white scale, Hureka!” 

“Do tell!” echoed the newspaper 
man, 

“So then we sent an expert of our 
own from this burcau to Australia, 
who made a study of the seale in that 
country and found the fly as represeyt- 


bo 


ed. It was avery good sort of a tly | 
and it fed on the scale for all it was 


worth, but the trouble was that it did 
not breed fast enough to be of mueh |} 
practical use. However, our agent 
found a number of other insects that 
were also parasites of the scales, among 
them several kinds of ladybird beetle, | 
closely resembling the Jadybug,’ so | 
called in America. Hundreds of these 
parasites of various sorts were shipped 
by him to California in wooden boxes, | 
on ice, every sleamer for four months | 
currying a consignment of them, 
Meanwhile other agents of ours at Los 
Angeles, in the midst of the infested 
district, had made preparations, inclos: 
ing a number of orange trees under 
gauze tents, and on receipt of the boxes 
the insects that had survived the voy- 
aye were liberated under the tents, The 
drawback about the little fly, which 
does not multiply its species with suf 
ficient rapidity, was soon found to ren- 
der that small friend unavailable for | 
the purpose in view ; but one Species of 
ladybird beetle, on the other hand, was 
discovered to be astonishing!y prolific. 
It has since been estimated that one of 
these beetles of the proper sex will be- 
come grandmother within six months 
to seventy-five billions of her kind, all 
of them = surprisingly voracious; so | 
much so, in fact, that a single individ- | 
ual will destroy on an average 100 of 
the scales.” 

“And what did they do next?” | 
“Well, a few of the ladybirds es- 
caped from the tents to neighboring 
orange orchards, and going right to | 
work Jiad several hundred — trees 
cleansed entively from the seales by 
the time that our agents were ready 
to send around specimens to the or- 
ange growers, They sent a few to 
each one of a Jarge number of orange 
farmers in yarious parts of the state 
in little boxes, and the farmers put 
them on the limbs of the trees and left 
them to multiply by themselves. This 
they did with such speed that orchards 
of 8,000 trees were altogether freed 
from the seale within six months, 
Already the state of California is 
practically freed from the pest and the 
orange and lemon growers can once 
more lool: to the future of their indus- 
try with confidence in its superb pros- 

pects.” 

“But what will become of the ever 
multiplying vedalias ?” 

“When they have destroyed the 
seales, on which they are haying so 
glorious a feast at present, they will 
turn and feed upon each other until 
all are destroyed, save only the few 
necessary to keep the scale from be 
coming a nuisance again. This isa 
pleasing little provision of nature, It 
18 Worth mentioning that the credit of 
this wonderful achievement is due to 
Professor C. V, Riley, the chief of the 
entomological division of this depart

A Lost Art Re 
Considerable progress seems to have 
been made of late in the manufacture 
of tough glass, most of the difficulties 
with the new discovery having been 
overcome. Recent developments at 
Pompeii have caused many to think it 
not anew discovery at all, but a redis- 
covery of anold art. Be this as it may, 
the process of manufacture has been 
made very simple, so much so as to 
make it possible to combine the opera- 
tion with ordinary glass blowing. The 
new process admits of more perfect 
execution, and gives more regular 
forms besides diminishing expenses in 
a marked degree. Objects made of the 
liquid material in the usual way are, 
while atred heat, thrown directly into 
the tempering bath, Bottles, drinking 
glasses, lamp chimneys and other 
concaye products of the art containing 
air are received on acurved tube, a 
kind of siphon, which at the moment 
of immersion allows the air to es ape, 
the liquid entering the cavity. The 
air escape is believed to be the whole 
secret of the process; the inventor says 
otherwise,—St. Louis Republic.

Grease and similar substances have

Ancient Egyptian Flora, 


The national museum of Bepytian 
antiquities at Bulak contains a very 
interesting collection of plants which 
have been found in the catacombs snd 
sepulehral monuments of the country 
Dr. Schweinfurth was the first to study 
this ancient flora, which contains no 
example of a plant that does not grow 
today in the Nile valley. Nor does the 
most minute examination show the

16. “And He came to Nazareth, where He 
had been brought up.” After the temptation 
in the wilderness he returned to where John 


was baptizing, and Jolin pointed Him out as 
the Lamb of God, Andrew and Simon, 


Philip and Nathaniel are the first to foliow 
Him, Having returned into Galilee, He and 
His mother and His disciples attend a mar- | 
ringe at Cana, where He works His first | 
miracle, He visits Capernaum and soon after | 
journeys to Jerusalem to keep the Passover, 
There He cleanses the temple, receives Nico- 
domus by night and tells him of the necessity 
of the new birth, On Ilis way home He stops 
at Samaria and talks with the woman at the 
well. He returns to Cana where He had made 
the water into wine, and there He healed the 
nobleman’s son who was sick at Capernaum, 
All these events intervene between the last 
lesson and this one, and are consecutively 
recorded in Jolin i, 19; iv, 54. Then He came 
to Nazareth, his native town, and as His cus- 
tom was, He went into the synagogue on the 
Sabbath day. Nathaniel’s question, “Can 
there any good thing come out of Nazareth?” 
(John i, 46) seems to imply that Nazar- 
eth had a very poor reputation, and 
yet in this unenviable place the Son 
of God lived thirty years, The power of a 
holy life must be within us, not around us, 

17. “There was delivered unto Him the 
book of the prophet Isaiah,” Hedid notopen 
it carelessly, but no doubt with the greatest 
reverence Whether He read the regular 
portion for the day or not we are not told; 
but He unfolded the roll till He found what 
we call Isa, Ixi, 1, and then He read, and He 
surely read according to Neh, viii, 8: ‘Dis- 
tinetly, and gave the sense, and caused them 
to understand the reading.” 

18, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me.” 
As in Gen. i, 1, 26, so here we have in few 
words the doctrine of the Trinity. The Son 
is reading, and Ho says that the Spirit of the 
Father is upon Him, for presently He will tell 
us that these words concern Himself, This is 
the fourth reference to the Spirit in this chap- 
ter, Jesus is said to be full of the Holy 
Spirit, to be led by the Spirit, to have re- 
turned in the power of the Spirit into Gali- 
Jee, and now He reads from Isaiah words 
eoucerning Himself, that the Spirit of the 
Lordis upon Him. Without being filled, led, 
controlled by this same Spirit, we are simply 
‘nobodies” in God's sight, and can do nothing 
pleasing unto Him, 

‘Hoe hath anointed me to preach the gospel 
tothe poor.” In Isa. lxi, 1, we read ‘Good 
tidings unto the meck,” indicating that “the 
poor” does not necessarily refer exclusively to 
the poor in this world’s goods, though as a 
rule they are more likely to receive the glad 
tidings than the rich (Luke xviii, 24), but to 
the meek or poor in spirit (Isa, lvii, 15; Ixvi, 
2; Matt. v, 3), 

“He hath sent me to heal the broken heart- 
ed.” Steir says that “a broken heart is the 
foundation of all true theology,” and the fol- 
lowing texts indicate that such hearts are apt 
to be very near and dear to God (Ps, xxxiv, 
18; li, 17; exlvii, 3). 

“To preach deliverance to the captives,” 
such as the Gadarene demoniac, and the wo- 
man bound by Satan eighteen years (Luke 
viii, xiii, 10), and the multitudes op- 
pressed and led captive by the devil at his 
will.

being in much the worse caso (Matt, ix, 27;

“To set at liberty them that are bruised.” 
This may refer more to the bodily afflictions 
inflicted by Satan, as Luke ix, 89, and the 
other cases, such as those mentioned under 
“Captives,” while the captives may refer 
more to the minds and wills controlled by 
Satan, and may also haye a much deeper 
meaning. 

19, ‘To preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord.” Can there be anything not included 
in this wonderful commission to this most 
wonderful man whose name is Wonderful?” 
(Isa, ix, G; Judg,. xiii, 18, marg), Is it not all 
included in one of His far reaching sayings, 
“Come unto Me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest?” 
Thank God the acceptable year has not yet 
passed, but even today it is true that ‘Now 
is the accepted time, now is the day of salva- 
tion,” The hour in which the dead shall hear 
the voice of the Son of God, and they that 
hear shall live, still continues, and whosoever 
will inay take freely (Matt, xi, 28; 2 Cor., vi, 
2; John v, 25). 

21. “This day is this Scripture fulfilled in 
your ears.”” While all eyes were fastened on 
Him, He began His discourse with this start- 
ling statement, which was equal to saying: 
‘These words which I have just read to you 
from the prophecy of tsaiah were written, not 
about himself, but about me, who now sit here 
before you, and whom you have known so long 
as simply the Son of Mary, the carpenter of 
your town (Mark vi, 8); I am the Messiah 
whom Isaiah foretold.” 

22. “And all bare him witness, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which proceeded 
out of his mouth, And they said: Is not this 
Joseph's son?’ His full discourse is not given, 
but as one has said, His words must have 
been “rich in matter and sweet in manner,” 

23, 24. ‘Verily I say unto you, No prophet 
is nccepted in his own country,” We havea 
similar saying to this eifect, Too much fa- 
miliarity breeds contempt.” When we read | 
that at one time ‘Neither did His brethren 
believe in Him” (John vil, 5), and at another 
that His friends said, ‘He is beside Himself” 
(Mark iii, 21), we do not wonder so much that 
His townsmen did not receive Him, for if the 
hearts of those nearest to Him failed to re- 
ceive Him, why be astonished at the rest? 

25, 27. “A woman that was a widow, Naa- 
man, the Syrian.” In reply to their desire 
for us mighty works at Nazareth as He had 
done elsewhere, He reminds them that in 
Elijah’s day not every famished household 
saw a miraculous supply of food; nor in 
Elisha’s day did every leper receive healing, 
but the favored ones were the widow of Ba- 
repta, and Naaman, the Syrian. God has 
mercy on whom He will have mercy, and 
whom He will He hardeneth. He causeth 
it to rain upon one city, and causeth it not 
to rain upon another city (Rom, ix, 18; Amos 
iv, 7), At the same time he will be found of 
those who seek Him, and none who come to 
Him will be cast ont. 

28, 20. ‘Filled with wrath, * * * thrust 
Him out of the city, * * * that they 
might cast Him down headlong,” Alas! 
poor Nazareth! she knew not the time of her 
Visitation, 

80, 31. **But Ile passing through the midst 
of them went His way,” His time to die was 
not yet, therefore they could not harm Him, 
No retaliation, no vengeance, but meekly and 
quietly He passes from them and goes His 
way to teach others who will listen to Him, 
The fleld is the world, and as His commission 
was to make it known to all Israel then in the

FACTS ABOUT FOOTGEAR, 


An Old Gentleman Relates Some Intorest- | A Massachusetts Saleaman Talka About 


Ing Reminisoonces, 


Can any one give the name of the |

that it was fully in keeping with the 
public manners of Mr, Jefferson dur- 
ing his presidential terms of office no 
one qualified to give an opinion would 
be likely to dispute. 


Frankford, once a borough, but now 
an integral part of Philadelphia, is 
situated on a creek, whence it takes its 
name, at about four miles from Inee 
pendence hall. The first thing that 
takes the eye of the traveler after hay 
ing crossed the creek and entered upon 
Frankford’s main street is a veritable 
mansion on the left aud deeply recess 
ed from the street, from which it is ap 
pr@ached by a winding avenue of 
stately elms; this noble suburban resi 
dence was standing at the time of the 
Revolution, and, according to popu- 
lar legend, its extensive and romantic 
erounds were the seene of the first 
publie celebration of the Declaration 
of Independence which took ] sin 
the United States, Warly in the pr 
ent century this aristocratic home was 
in the occupancy of an English gen 
tleman of literary and musical culture, 
afterward known as the inventor of 
the everpointed lead pencil and other 
useful mechanical contrivances, 

In the year 1845, or thereabouts, 1 
met the gentleman at Frankford, then 
an octogenarian, and on a visit to the 
scenes of his early life, In the course 
of a conversation | held with him, he 
related tome the following anecdote 
of Mr. Jefferson: One day he heard a

On opening the door, great was his 
astonishment at finding himself stand

States, On his very earnest inquiry 
us to the disposition which the presi 
dent had made of his horse, Mr, Jetfer 
son replied that he had put him up in 
the stable. On arriving at his desti 
nation, he had ridden around to the 
rear of the mansion and installed his 
horse in the stable. The gentleman 
informed me that he never told this 
anecdote in England without exciting 
the indignation of his auditors that 
the president of the United States 
should be so unmindful of his exalted 
ollice as to stable his horse with his 
own hands. Nothwithstanding this 
and many other similar specimens 
of the public manners practiced, 
atfeeted, some would say, by Mr. Jef- 
ferson, | am inelined to attribute the 
fashion of the handshaking in ques- 
tion to the hero of New Orleans rather 
than to the philosopher of Monticello. 

In the year 1840 I was residing on 
Hudson river and cast my vote in fa- 
vor of Gen. Harrison, the Whig can- 
didate for the presidency, 

In the next spring after the inau- 
guration of Gen. Harrison I visited 
New York city, and met at the house 
of a frienda gentleman from the west, 
who was a nephew of the president. 
He informed us that on his way to 
New York he feRpes in Washington 
and called at the White House, in or 
der to see his unele, the presideut. 
When introduced into the room where 
the president was, he was rushing for 
ward to se his uncle by the hand, 
when he drew it back, and requested 
his nephew to take it gently, for it 
was very sore and his arm quite lame. 
I need not dwell upon the injurious 
effects of handshaking upon the health 
of Cen. Llarrison, nor the fatal event 
to which itis believed to have largely 
contributed, 

I happened to be in Laneaster, Pa., 
at the me when President Taylor, in 
the next summer after his inaugura 
tion, visited that city. On the day 
after his arrival he gave at the hotel 
where he was entertained a reception 
which I attended. At about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon of that day I was on 
the sidewalk in front of the hotel and 
in a column which was advancing 
step by step into the presidential pres 
ence, when suddenly the president ap 
peared at an open window which was 
directly above our heads and addressed 
us. Ile announced that his physician 
had prohibited a further proceeding of 
the reception, He expressed his re 
grets; he said that he should be glad 
to come down and shake every one of 
us by the hand until the te: came 
into our eyes, but as the tears were 
now all on one side, he should be 
obliged to retire.

He was 
secretary of the Rhode Island state 
conyention which adwpted the federal 
constitution and was deputed to go to 
Philadelphia and announce the im- 
portant event to the general govern- 
ment. Precisely at 8 o'clock in the 
evening Gen, Washington entered 
the presidential drawing room where 
the company was assembled to receive 
Lim, and took his place on the hearth 
rug. He was in full evening dress, 
an elegant sword by his side and a tri 
eornered hatin his hand, The visitors 
were then individually presented to 
him; each one was received with a 
stately bow, but without any hand 
shaking. The president then began at 
ove end of the row of visitors, and 
passing along the line addressed each 
one and then resumed his proper place 
the hearth rug. After standing 
there a short time he made his bow to 
the company and retired; the recep- 
tion was over. Boston Transcript.

There are more people wearing shoes 
than there are who know about the 
shoes they wear, For the benefit of 
the shoe wearing race in general and 
the wearer of fine calf skin shoes in 
particular, The Post has collected a 
few fac A reporter met at the Met 


| ropolitan the other evening Mr. B. ¥. 


Sawyer, the representative of a big 
firm at North Weymouth, Mass, 
“Washington,” said he, “demands 
a fine grade shoe, and a good many 
The trade is steady the year 
round, Take the heaviest firms you 
have here and their stocks will not 
vary $5,000 during the different sea- 
sons. There are so few novelties in the 
business that the holidays make no 
special demand, 
“Your asphalt streets and sidewalks 
are very wearing on shoes. The as 
phalt is slippery. Every time your 
foot is set down it slips a little, and it 


tells in time on the sole of the shoe, 
Asphalt wears leather faster than 
brick, and brick faster than dirt, 1t is 


hot always economical to black your 
own boots, You are apt to put the 
blacking on too thick and unevenly, 
let it dry and cake on and ruin the 
leather, Blacking should be put on 
thin and evenly and washed off ocea- 
sionally.” 

“How can I pick out a good shoe?” 


“Well, it isn’t so easily told. You 
have to learn by experience, You are 
probably aware that a calfskin grows 
tougher from the tail to the horns, It 
does; the fiber gets longer and tough- 
er. The skin at the tail is finer, but 
not so tough. ‘The skin is tougher on 
the sides than the belly; yet, strange 
ly, right along the backbone the skin 
is so weak that it can be torn like a 
piece of paper. The lower part of your 
shoe upper is called the yamp. The 
vamps are cut from the two pieces of 
a ealfskin, commencing at the tail. 
The cutter puts on his patterns and 
cuts one from each side, never cross 
ing the back. Next two pairs come 
out over the ribs, one pair on the 
shoulders and one pair from the neck 
The neck vamps have much more 
wear than any of the others, You can 
tell them by the wrinkles. These 
wrinkles, which were in the neck of 
the calf, are still preserved in the 
leather, and you can find them by 
close examination, But since the neck 
varips are Course and heavy they are 
never put in the finest grades of shoes, 
The belly of the calfskin needs tan 
ning longer than the side; so within a 
few years the tanners have tried a plan 
of taking the side out when it has tan- 
ned long enough, and hanging it so 
that the belly remains in the pickle a 
little longer, 

“Kanyvuroo leather makes the most 
durable fine shoes in the world, Year 
before last the tanners thought they 
had found a way of tanning their kan 
garoo skins in mueh less time than 
formerly by using a new process. The 
result was that they injured the leath 
erand it didn’t wear well, This year 
kangaroo shoes will wear 383 per cent 
longer than last year. 

“When I first brought kangaroo 
shoes into this section 1 could hardly 
make the dealers believe that they 
were what 1 claimed. It was by the 
most strenuous effort that the stock 
could be placed. But kangaroo shoes 
lave come to stay, When they were 
first made the Australian government 
paid a bounty for their slaughter, 
they were so destructive to crops. As 


| a result they were killed by the thou- 


sands, and their hides were very 
cheap. Now the government has re- 
moved the bounty and restricted their 


| slaughter to certain seasons, and the 


price of hides has gone up so much 
that the dealers are kicking on the 
price of shoes. Still they will continue 
to be popular, Australia is nearly as 
big as the United States, and there is 
no immediate danger of the extermina 
tion of the kangaroo.”—Washington 
Post.

Dr J. Bucheister has now 
made a most interesting caleulation 
on the “work done” by mountaineers 
in ascending heights, whieh will serve 
asan illustration, Supposing a moun 
taineer weighing 168 pounds is mak 
ing the ascent of asmmmit 7,000) feet 
high from the pointof starting, he has 
to expend an amount of physical force 
found by multiplying his weight by 
ithe height to be ascended, In the 
case assumed, a weight of 168 pounds, 
multiplied by a height of 7,000 feet, 
equals 1,176,000 foot pounds; or in, 
other words, 1,176,000 pounds haye to 
be lifted one foot, 

This is work performed merely by 
the muscles of the legs, but besides 
this, the contractions of the museles 
| of the heart have to be taken into ae- 
j count, Its function consists, as is well 
} known, in propelling the blood col 
| lecting in the hearton the one hand 
|} into the arteries, and on the other into 
the lungs. This is effected at an in- 
itial velocity of one and one-half foot 
per second, which represents in. the 
case of an adult a work of four foot 
younds for each contraction of the 
veart. The pulsations of an adult 
}are, on an average, seventy-two per 
minute, but in ascending heights, ow- 
ing to the additional exertion, their 
nuinber is increased to un extraordi- 
hary extent, 

Assuming, for the sake of simplicity 
in caleulation, only 100 beats of the 
pulse per minute, this would give 400 
foot pounds per minute, 24,000 foot 
pounds per hour, and 120,000 foot 
pounds for the five hours supposed to 
be required in ascending a height of 
7,000 feet. The work performed by 
the muscles in breathing, by the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the chest, 
| may also be estimated at 4 foot pounds, 
} Assuming, further, that the number 
) of breathings per minyite is, on the av: 
}erage, only 25, although, as a matter 
of fact, it will be found to be higher 
in a mountain ascent lasting five 
| hours, we have to add further work of 
30,000 foot pounds. 

The total work performed during 
| five hours by a mountaineer conse 
quently amounts to 1,826,000 foot 
pounds. In this estimate are notin 
cluded the physical force spent in 
overcoming the friction on the ground, 
the exertions to be made in keeping 
the body erect at dizzy heights, and in 
dragging heavy boots and foot irons, 
nor the loss of muscle power in cutting 
steps in the ice, not to reckon the 
work performed in carrying an_ ice 
ox, or the physical force exerted in 
crossing fresh loose snow. ‘Taking all 
these conditions into account, Dr. 
Bucheister arrives at the conclusion 
that the work done in an ascent of 
7,000 feet, lasting five hours, cannot 
be placed at less than 1,380,000 foot 
pounds.—Iron. 


Magic Rivers, 

A sudden thaw in spring is a com- 
mon enough cause of the swelling 
and overflow of rivers, but few peo 
ple have experience of what might be 
called ‘magic rivers,” which disappear 
aimost as suddenly as they are Born; 
One such, however, is described by 
W. IL. Malloek, in his account of Cy- 
prus, entitled “In an Enchanted Isl- 
and,”

In ten minutes, over the brown sur- 
face of the fields the water had stretch- 
ed itself likea long, silvery snake, and 
the sound | had heard growing every 
instant more distinet, explained itself 
to the caras the voice of the stirred 
pebbles, The river channel skirted 
the bottom of the garden, and thus, as 
the flood went by, we had every op- 
portunity of observing iteeeLt pushed 
itself forward, headed by a muss of 
bubbles and scum, it split itself into 
fierce rivulets, which, a moment later, 
were drowned in the body of the 
stream; it gurgled against banks; it 
circled into transitory whirlpools, 

Gradually, as we watched, its vol- 
ume seemed to diminish, and in an 
hour's time there was only a trickling 
rill, over which a child 5 years old

The Apples of Sodom, 

It seems that the more testimony 
adduced as to what the *tApples of So- 
dom” are, or were, the less we know 
specifically about them, One whoex- 
amined them ‘found them to be the 
fruit of a thorny nightshade.” Now, 
nightshade is a very popular name, 
and is usually applied, botanically, to 
a solanaceous plant (Atropa belladon- 
na), including among its common al- 
lies the ‘‘bittersweet,” common night- 
shade, ‘“horsenettle,” potato, egg 
plant, tomato and their varieties—al 
of which bear a smooth, solid fruit 
and numerous small seeds, but none of 
which are explosive to the touch. An 
allied genus (Physalis), commonly 
called the ‘ground cherry,” the calyx 
of which, after flowering, closes over 
the fruit and becomes enlarged and 
much inflated, by pressure will then 
explode. The apples of Sodom, there- 
fore, do not seem to be allied to 
these herbaceous plants, Then, ‘‘the 
fruit of the osher,” “ossier,” ‘‘ossar"” 
(peradventure osier)—which seems to 
suggest a kind of willow (Salix), of 
which there are said to be 140 pieces 
and varieties, varying in height from 
three inches to great towering trees— 
is said to be the famous apples of So- 
dom. If willows are meant they are 
not remarkable as fruit bearing trees, 
either normal or abuormal, although 
some of them son:climes produce very 
singular sorts of gall. 

Asclepias gigantea is suggested as 
among the probabilities, Asclepidia- 
ew includes the milkweed family— 
the ‘wild cotton,” as the species are 
usually called in some Wacalition: 
Fram what we know of our local 
milkweeds, we ean hardly realize that 
any of them should bear a fruit ap- 
proximating the apples of Sodom, 

The burden of testimony seems to be 
that the apples of Sodom are not ‘*mere- 
ly a figure of speech,” but a real or 
apparent fruit; but there has been 
some looseness or superficiality in 
their deseription or scientific classifi- 
cation, If the technical name of the 
tree, shrub or plant—as recognized by 
botanists—had been given, the prob- 
lem would have been solved long ago, 
—American Notes and Queries.

88. “And in the synagogue there was a 
man, which had a spirit of an unclean devil, 
and cried out with a lond voice,” After 
being rejected by His own townsmnen of Naz- 
areth, He came to Capernaum and taught 
in the synagogue on the Sabbath days, The 
first part of our lesson is the record of an in 
cident that occurred while He was thus teach 
ing one day, Then, as now, all kinds of peo- 
ple went to chureh, some with one object, 
some another, and then, as now, Satan went 
also among them. As far as we can learn 
from the Scriptures there is but one devil 
properly so called, the leader of all wicked 
spirits, whose other names are Satan, the old 
serpent, the dragon, the god of this world, 
the prince of the power of the air, the father 
of lies, ete, (Rev. xx, 2; IL Cor, iv, 4; Eph. 
ii, 2; John viii, 44); but he seems to have as- 
sociated with him innumerable other wicked 
spirits, properly called demons, and so trans- 
lated in the RK. V. margin; and the great 
business of the devil and his demons is to 
enter into and possess and control people for 
their destruction, A man possessed by one 
of these demons was in the synagogue on this 
particular Sabbath day while Jesus was 
teaching. 

34, ‘‘Let us alone; what have we todo with 
Thee, Thou Jesus of Nazareth? Art Thou 
come to destroy us?’ Thus the demon in the 
man cried out as Jesus was teaching, 

“IT know Thee who Thou art; the Holy 
One of God.” On one occasion when cer- 
tain men who knew not Jesus tried to cast 
out demons, the demons cried out: ‘Jesus I 
know, and Paul I know, but who are ye?” 
And the man with the demons leaped on 
them, and overcame them, and prevailed 
against them, so tat they fled out of that 
house naked and wounded (Acts xix, 15, 16), 
The devil and his angels do not know Jesus 
for their good in any way, but they know 
Him asthe Son of God, the Holy One, the 
Christ, and they fear Him, and they know and 
fear those who are truly His, as Paul was. 

85. ‘And Jesus rebuked him, saying: Hold 
thy peace, and come outofhim, And * * * 
he came out of him, and hurt him not.” 
He addressed the demon in the man, and 
His word compelled the evil spirit to leave 
the man, and be was healed, “He cast 
out the spirits with His word” (Matt. viii, 16). 
There is no doubt that the deyil and his 
angels possess people today, and through 
them say and do the fearful things of which 
we hear and read and which we see with our 
own eyes, 

86. “What a word is this! for with au- 
thority and power He commanded the un- 
clean spirits, and they come out.” The last 
verse of tho last lesson (vs, 32) says that ‘His 
word was with power,” the source of the 
power is given us in Acts x, 38, where we are 
told that “God anvinted Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost and with power; who 
went about doing good, and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil, for God was with 
Him.” We have word, we have His 
spirit, God is with us. And if we were only 
willing to be filled with the Holy Spirit, we 
would vot only be ourselves delivered from 
all unclean spirits, but we would be blessed 
in leading others to the Great Deliverer, 

87 ‘And the fame of Him went out into 
every place of the country round about.” 
His name is as ointment poured forth. 

38. “And He arose out of the synagogue, 
and entered.into Simon’s house,” 

39. “He stood over her, and rebuked the 
fever, and it left hor, and immediately she 
arose and ministered unto them.” A little be- 
fore He had rebuked the unclean spirit, and 
now he rebukes the burning in this woman’s 
body, and as quickly as the spirit fled from 
the man, so this great fever flees before the 
same Almighty Word, aud the woman is in- 
stantly well, so well that she is able to min- 
ister unto them, and she does it at once, 

40, “And He laid His hands on every one 
of them and healed them.” Tidings from the 
synagogue and from Simon's home 
spread through the city, and people sick with 
all kinds of diseases are brought unto Him, 
every one of whom is sent away healed, 

41. **Anddevilscame outofmany, * * * 
and He, rebuking them, suffered them not to 
speak, for they knew that He was Christ.”

The New Fiber Plant. 

A new fiber plant has been discoy- 
ered on the Isle of Trinidad which 
promises to be an improvement on ra- 
mie. It was found by an agriculturist 
named T. J. St. Hill, who has called it 
“maholtine,” but whose scientific no- 
menclature is abutilon  periplocifo- 
lium. The great thing with this plant 
is that the ribbons at nearly all times 
of the year ure easily detached from 
the woolen portion by simply stripping 
them with the hand, and therefore a 
decorticating machine is not required 
as for ramie. When it is known how 
readily the stems allow themselves to 
be deprived of their coating of bark 
and fiber it will be seen what an ad- 
vantage this simple fact gives the new 
product over many of the fiber pro- 
ducing plants. All that is required is 
to cut the stems, which are fully ten 
fect long, split the bark at the larger 
end and strip off the bark from end to 
end without stopping, as fortunately 
the stems have noside branches, Sam- 
ples submitted to London brokers were 
favorably reported on and were val- 
ued at from $17 to $20 per ton,— Chi- 
cago Llerald,

Now Discases That Follow in the Train af 
Progrossing Civilization, 

As every pleasure in life brings its 
corresponding pain or bitterness, go it 
may be said that every civilized aid to 
existence devised for human kind de- 
velops an ageney for introducing new 
ills to torment alike suffering flesh 
and the Alsculapian brain, The in 
vention of steam locomotion, tele- 
graph and telephone instruments, 
electric lighting and varicus time and 
labor saving: machines, while adding 
so much to public comfort and con 
venience, have also brought into ex- 
istence curious diseases, which form 
interesting contributions to medical 
science, afoul less interesting and 
more expensive to the suffering victim, 

Railroad spine or railroad shoek, an 
affection unknown before travel by 
rail became so common, has been a 
familiar malady for some time; but 
one more recent is railroad kidney, a 
disease not unlike Bright's disease, but 
of nervous origin, due to concussions 
received on railroads. There is a dis 
turbance of the general system, espe 
cially of the functions of the kidueys, 
the symptoms disappearing when the 
sufferer leaves his regular work, The 
over use of a telephone produces a 
curious disease, ii some respects a 
form of asemasia, a volitional over 
straining of certain powers, by which 
we perceive spoken words when we 
cannot see the speaker or perceive ges- 
tures or the movement of his lips, 
thus creating collusion of ideas, gener: 
al nervousness and lack of self control, 

Certain of the senses are developed 
at the expense of others, the natural 
equilibrium being unbalanced,  Tele- 
phone tinnitus, aural overpressure, is 

caused by the constant strain of the 
auditory. apparatus in persons who use 
the telephone continually, the ear be- 
coming intolerant of the tinkle of the 
bell. The symptoms are buzzing 
noises in the ear, dizziness, neuralgic 
pains and in some instances a sub-in 
flammatory condition of the mem- 
brana tympani, 

The telegraphers’ cramp and the 

professional Micivieain ure of the same 
order of affections as the writers’ 
cramp or the violinists’ cramp,  Elec- 
| trical sunstroke is an affection that 
attacks those who are exposed to the 
intense rays of the electric ure used in 
fusing or welding metals, protection 
against this being afforded by wearing 
a mask of gray taffeta and gray eye 
| glasses. 
Opthalmia photo-electrica is an in- 
| flammiation of the eye in persons em- 
ployed about electric lights, and is 
caused by looking at these brilliant 
lights a short distance away, A suc- 
cession of bright spots rapidly follow 
one another over the visual field, and 
at night there is inability to look at 
| light without pain and a profuse flow 
| of tears; the eyelids are swollen and 
movements of the eye painful. This 
| lasts a few hours, and is succeeded by 
a feeling of painful weariness. 

The ordinary telescope vision is a 
diseuse by which the visual field is 
limited concentrically, and the suffer- 
ercan finally see nothing except that 
which is directly in front of his eye, 
this condition being due to lack of nu- 
trition of the retina or to some disease 
} of the periphery. An affection of 
| vision similar to the telescope eye may 
| also be produced by the action of qui- 
nine. 

The telescopic eye peculiar to light- 
| house keepers is a thickening and en- 
| larging of the bony walls of the orbit, 
} caused by the persistent and EC RReee 
| pressure at the end of the telescope 
upon the surroundings of the eye, in- 
ducing a chronic form of per ioslitis or 
| ostitis, the eye gradually protruding, 
but not becoming myopic or astig- 
matic. The divers’ be ay is a new 
form of caisson disease, which attacks 
the victim on his return to open air, 
with nervous prostration, The cavities 
connected with the nasal passages are 
obstructed in some cases complete- 
ly, while the men are at work, and in 
some cases extreme deafness has been 
induced, 

The sufferers often reel and stagger 
like drunkards, and sometimes are af- 
fected with partial paralysis. Hlec- 
tricity has been used with success for 
the treatment of this disease. Civil 
ized indulgences and yanitlies have 
also contributed their share of diseases 
that afflict the modern world, ‘Tight 
shoes by compressing the nerves of 
the foot, have created ‘*Morton’s toe.” 
Then the tennis elbow and baseball 
shoulder tell their own story, while 
chronic catarrh isin a large number of 
cases said to be due to cigarette throat, 
the result of smoking the much con- 
denned but still favorite cigarette, In- 
ventive genius is still at work improv- 
ing the arts and sciences, and so the 
demon of disease, ever on the alert, 
will doubtless swoop down with his 
attendant ills to the end of time, keep- 
ing time with the march of civiliza- 
tion.—Cor. Times and Register. 


Light in the Library. 

Referring to the effects of electric 
light upon books, a public librarian 
guys: “An attempt lus been made to 
prove that the AVE light is, after 
all, more injurious to books than gas. 
It is certainly true, if paper made from 
wood fiber is e xposed to the electric 
light, or indeed to the sun or to strong 
daylight, it will turn yellowish, while 
pus {lumes do not produce any similar 
effect, But gas burning in a library 
acts upon the bindings of books not 
merely when they are opened out for 
reading, but all ‘the time they stand 
closed upon the shelves; so that, 
even if we leave the risk of fire out of 
the question, the electric light is far 
weferable for libraries. What might 
fa the caso if we could produce gus 
absolutely free from sulphur, I cannot 
say.”’—Exchange.

WOBURN RECORD OF BIRTHS. 

As an appendix to 1500 copies of the 
City Report there is published the 
record of births from the settlement of 
the town down to January 1, 1873, 
alphabetically and chronologically ar- 
ranged by Mayor Johnson. ‘The pri- 
mury object sought in publishing these 
records is to ensure their preservation 
for all time to come in a form con- 
venient for reference. 

No records of a town or city are us 
valuable to its inbabitunts and property 


owners us its records of births, mar- 
riagea and deaths. The title to real 


estate and other property often depends 
upon them; and, next to the County 
Records of deeds and wills, these local 
records are the most valuable of all 
public records. In the determination, 
too, of pauper settlements and kindred 
matters they are often indispensible to 
the Overseers of the Poor, while to the 
family historian and genealogist they 
are a storehouse of facts such as cannot 
be found elsewhere. 

The destruction of its records by tire 
has taken place in several towns, while 
in others their mutilation and oblitera- 
tion have almost amounted to a destruc- 
tion. Recent legisiation in this State 
requires that copies must be made of 
old records, and the State Commis- 
sioner is urging all towns and cities to 
make this copy a printed one, so that 
by the inultiplication and distribution 
ot copies there will be no possible 
chance of losing or destroying the in- 
formation which they contain, and by 
printing them with the annual report 
every citizen can have the record in 
his own house, 

It is Mayor Johnson's wish to pub- 
lish the records of deaths, for the same 
period, with next year’s report, and 
that of the marriages in the succeeding 
year. When that work has been ac- 
complished it would be shis desire to 
print the record in the same form from 
January 1, 1873, down to the year 
1890, and issue a similar publication 
thereafter for every ten years. ‘Lo do 
this without much additional expense 
to the city the yearly publication of 
births, marringes and deaths, which is 
published without index or alphabetical 
arrangement, and is therefore of little 
permanent value for consultation, will 
be omitted from the annual report. 

When it is considered that the origi- 
nal records of births from 1640 down 
to 1843 is wellnigh illegible and con- 
tains no index whatever, and that the 
index from 1843 down 1873 omits 
some 200 names, the labor performed 
by Mr. Johnson in arranging all the 
surnames—over 13,300 in number—in 
alphabetical order, so that the full 
record of any particular family ean be 
found immediately, will be understood. 
Furthermore, every name and date 
after it was copied was compared with 
the original; and, in this way, ac- 
curacy and completeness—so far, at 
least. as these things ean be obtained 
by human effort—have been 
The city is certainly under obligation 
to the Mayor for his labors which have 
extended over a period of some four 
years. As a result Woburn can now 
boast of a more complete and conven- 
ient publication of its birth records than 


to

that of any other city or town in 
Massachusetts, although several of 


these municipalities have a publication 
under way; but none of these other 
publications are so conveniently ar- 
ranged for reference as the one com- 
piled by our Mayor,

THE MIDDLESEX CANAL. 

The Boston Herald of last Sunday 
contained the following from the pen of 
its Lowell correspondent: 

“Referring to the intimation of the 
American Wool that the 
project of rebuilding the old Middlesex 
canal has for its object the supplying of 
Boston with Merrimac river water, 
Mr. George J. Carney, who is promi- 
nent in the movement now before the 
Legislature, says that it is one of the 
several rather ludicrous 
made publicly and privately relative to 
the proposed enterprise. ‘The per- 
sons named incorporators of the 
proposed company he says are ip 
earnest and the movement is one of 
special interest to our manufacturing 
corporations, who want cheap coal. 
Our business men, and in fact all our 
citizens, he thinks, would be benefitted 
by the reconstruction of the canal, and 
the running of (freight barges upon it. 
Some old residents said, when it was 
decided to discontinue the canal, that a 
great mistuke was made in doing so. 
Mr. Carney suys that the agent of one 
of the leading manufacturing companies 
told him that he will cover the canal 
with coal barges when it is completed. 
He also says that he has passed along 
the entire line of the proposed canal, 
probably being the only one who has 
recently done so, and that its recon- 
struction is entirely practicable. ‘The 
land dumage he says would not be 
high.”

1. “The people pressed upon Him to hear 
the Word of Gol.” Our last lesson left Him 
on His tour through Galilee preaching the 
Gospel of the kingdom, and healing all man- 
ner of sickness and all manner of disease 
among the people (Matt, iv, 28), We now 
Yind Him again by the sea of Galilee, or, as 
it is in our lesson, the lake of Gennesaret, 
and probably at or near Capernaum, where 
Peter lived. 
was spent in thefneighborhood of this sea, 

% “And saw two boats standing by the 
lake, but the fishermen were gone out of 
them, and were washing their nets.” Two 
or three of these fishermen had already been 
with Jesus some time, had seen His miracles 
and heard His words, yet had not wholly 
loft their calling to follow Him, 

3. “He sat down and taught the people out 
of the boat.” Having stepped into Simon's 
boat, He meekly asks him to push out a lit- 
tle from the land, and sitting down, He from 
the boat teaches the people as they stand, an 
eagerly attentive crowd, upon the shore, 

4, “He said unto Simon, Launch out into 
the deep and let down your nets for a 
draught.” Simon having kindly given the 
use of his boat, Jesus will now reward him 
for it and teach him at the samo time many 
things. Simon had for a little season cheer- 
fully given himself and his boat to the Master 
for His work, and now this gracious Lord 
and Master is about to give special attention 
to Simon’s work, No one ever suffered loss 
by giving attention to the special work of 
Christ, but multitudes have been blessed for 
time and eternity by obeying Matt. vi, 83, If 
we see to His work He will see to all our needs 
better far than we could, 

5. “Master, we have toiled all the night 
and have taken nothing.” So replied Simon, 
confessing their unavailing toil and their 
present need, 

6. “And when they had this done, they in- 
closed a great multitude of fishes, and their 
nets brake.” Whether it be a great fish to 
swallow Jonah, or a smaller fish to bring a 
piece of money, or multitudes of fish to fill 
these nets, all are obedient to Him who creat- 
ed them, and who also created Adam and 
said unto him, “Have dominion over the fish 
of the sea,” 

7. “They came and filled both the ships, so 
that they began to sink.” We are told in the 
tenth verse that James and John were part- 
ners with Simon, and finding that he had 
more fish than he could manage, he called his 
partners and they found fish enough to fill 
both the boats to overflowing, Our Lord 
Jesus loves to have empty vessels, and not a 
few, that he may fill them, Wren the woman 
with the pot of oil began to pour into the 
empty vessels the oil kept coming till every 
vessel was filled, When Jesus fed the thou- 
sands they did all cat and wero filled. 

8 “Depart from me, for IT am a sinful 
man, O Lord.” This is the language of Simon 
Peter, as seeing this great miracle he real- 
izes somewhat in whose presence he stands, 
and falls at Jesus’ knees with these words. 
This is part of the emptying process; a deep 
conviction of sin as we see ourselves in God's 
sight. It was so with Job, Isaiah, Daniel 
and John (Job xiii, 5, 6; Isa, vi, 5; Dan. x, 8; 
Rey. i, 17); and until it becomes so with us, 
there is no prospect of our being much used 
of God. Obserye that the name used all 
through this lesson, except in this verse, is 
not the new name, ‘Cephas,” or ‘Peter” 
(John i, 42), but the old name, indicating the 
natural man, “Simon,” and in order to sery- 
ice for Christ there must be the constant and 
persistent reckoning dead, putting off, mor- 
tifying of the old man with his deeds, and 
the putting on of the new, that the life of 
Jesus may be manifested in these mortal 
bodies (Rom, yi, 6, 11; viii, 13; Eph. iv, 
, IL Cor, iv, 1) 

9 "For he was astonished, and all that 
wero with him,” The Revised Version says 
that he was amazed, So Saulof Tarsus,when 
convinced of his sin on the way to Damascus, 
“trembling and astonished,” said, ‘Lord, what 
wilt Thou have me to dof’ We put forth our 
best efforts in most approved fashion, and 
labor unwearyingly for the salvation of souls 
and for the quickening of believers, but how 
often we have to confess as to the result, 
“nothing.” In some unlikely way, and per- 
haps through some weak but empty vessel, 
the Spirit of God works, and we all stand 
astonished, Our wisdom is confounded, our 
plans upset, and it becomes gloriously mani- 
fest that this is the hand of God. If we 
would see the wonders of His grace, we must 
wait only upon Him, 

10, “And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear 
not.” When convicted of sin we fall at Je- 
sus’ feet in our helplessness and unworthiness. 
Then it is that we hear His ‘Fear not,” or 
when we, all unworthy, are willing to be ves- 
sels for His service (Dan, x, 12, 10; Rev. i, 17; 
Luke i, 18, 80). It is only the willful and re- 
bellious who have cause to fear, or the proud 
and hurd of heart, for they shall be broken 
and brought down, aud made to know that 
the Most High doeth according to His will 
both in heaven and on earth, and those that 
walk in pride He is able to abase (Dan, iy). 
But from the first “lear not” in the Bible 
(Gen, xv, 1) down to the last in Revelation 
there is no place where the penitent and 
broken in heart are taught to fear, All is 
for them comfort, and peace, and joy, and 
strength, and prosperity in the Lord, 

“From henceforth thou shalt catch men,” 
or, asin Matt, iv, 10: Follow me and I will 
make you fishers of met Here we see the 
spirit of prophecy most marked; listen to 
Jeremiah (xvi, 16): ‘Behold, I will send for 
many fishers, saith the Lord, and they shall 
fish them.” And again, to Mzekiel (xlvii, 10); 
“The fishers shall stand upon it, from Bugedi 
even unto En-oglaim.” [ach passage refers 
to the Kingdom of Israe! in its glorious fu 
ture, If we would hasten that kingdom, we 
must follow Jesus, that He may make us 
skillful and suc sful fishers of men from 
among all nations, that so His marriage day 
may be bastened, and the time of His return 
for Israel's restoration, 

11, *And when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and followed 
Him.” “If any man will come after Me, let 
him deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow Me.” ‘Whosoever he be of you that 
forsaketh not all that he hath, he cannot be 
My disciple” (Matt. xvi, 24; Luke xiy, 33) 
Jesus does not ask us to drop what we have 
without showing us something better. When 
Peter one day spoke of their giving up all for 
Him, He told them of the Throne of His 
Glory and the Thrones that awaited them, 
When Paul saw His Glory, he was able to 
count all earthly glory but dross, Stephen, 
secing Him, thought nothing of being stoned 
to death, Lot ug only getour eyes upon the 
Glory of His Kingdom and the Thrones 
which await the overcomers, and we shall 
have no heart for aught cle but to follow 
Him, and for His sake be made all things to 
all men that we may by all means save some 
(Matt, xix, 21; John xii, 26; xxi, 10-22; 1 Cor, 
ix, 22.

Forty yeas ago all the ice known to 
commerce was shipped from Boston, 
The cutting of this ice was confined to 
ponds in Massachusetts within a radius 
of twenty miles from Boston, notably 
Fresh pond, Smith's pond, Spy pond, 
Horn pond and Wenham lake.  I*resh 
pond may be regarded as the father 
of the trade, Most of the ice of com 
merce now is outside of Boston, and 
today Boston is frequently obliged to 
import ice for home consumption 
from long distances. Forty years ago 
ull during the season the four large ice 


wharves in Charlestown were crowd 


| ed with ships of all sizes loading for 


the Kast and West Indies, south Ameri 
ca and the southern ports,

change us in the shipping of ice. Ice 
furnished ballast as well as paying 
frieght to all the cotton ships going 
south for business, and at one time it

To Cure Chilblains, 

The following is acertain cure for 
chilblains: Steep thirty capsicums or 
chillies in double their weight of ree- 
tified spirits of wine, keeping them ip 
a warm place for a week to make a 
strong tincture; then dissolve gum 
arabie in water to about the consist- 
ency of treacle, making the same 
quantity as the tincture; stir both to- 
gether with a small brush until thor- 
oughly mixed, when the preparation 
will appear cloudy and opaque. Then 
take some sheets of tissue paper, coat 
one surface of each with the mixture 
and let them dry, after that give an- 
other coat. If the surface is shining 
when that has dried, enough has been 
applied; if not, a third coat is neces 
sary. ‘The paper thus prepared is to 
be applied fii court plaster to un- 
broken chilblains, It soon relieves 
the irritation and pain, and rapidly 
effects a cure. 

Where chilblains are broken, they 
should be poulticed, and relief is often 
found from the application of glycer 
ine. A good wash for lands affeeted 
with chilblains is made by adding 
arts of sulphurous acid to one 
part of glycerine and one of water. It 
should be made up by a chemist and 
labeled Poison.” For unbroken 


| chilblains the following also is useful 


it should be applied night and 
morning: Sal-amimoniae, one ounce; 
ounce, rose 
water, cight ounces; shake till dis- 
solved. Mustard and water is also a 
good remedy. For broken chilblains, 
or those with a tendency to break, the 
following is of service; Tincture of 
catechu, two fluid ounces; honey, one 
ounce; water, seven Ounces; mix and 
rub on, Exchange,

THE STOVEPIPE HAT. 


| Something About the High Sith Mat 
History and ttow Tt Ta Made, 
The high silk lat-the plug, the 
stovepipe, call it what you will—is a 
comparatively modern institution, 
| About sixty years ago the silk tile was 
hintroduced into Mugland from Flor 
ence. Since then the stovepipe has 
jundergone many strange transforma 
| tions, 
} ‘The early silk lat was a rough af 
}fair, It was so heavy that the Eng- 
19 ; 
lish dudes of that time complained 
that “it was like carrying a bushel 
| basket,” Besides it was clumsy and 
jhard to handle, Itdid not lave the 
fine tapering erowu which adds to its 
pieturesqueness, nor did it have the 
lsymimetrical curling brim, Contem- 
porary pictures and cartoons in Lon 
}don Punch give one a fair idea of the 
styles then in vogue, Thus, the cock- 
ney sported one kind of a high hat; 
the turfman another kind; the gentle 
man another; while the dons and un- 
dergraduates of Oxford and Cambridge 
had their peculiar style. 

Nien, again, there has been quite a 
change of opinion in regard to the 
wearing of silk hats, Some years ago 
the young man that wore a silk hat 
was tmuarked individual, His stove 
pipe beeame the butt of wit and ridi- 
cule even among his friends, and the 
tarvetof the small boy. or achange 
of sentiment about the silk hat almost 
everything is due to the manufacturer 
who has made the tile a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever, Recently 
we hada tall with a prominent Broad- 
way manufacturer on the subject. 

“Yos," said he, “there have been 
great provements in the methods of 
making silk hats. Now, what do you 
suppose the body of this one is made 
off’ at the same time holding up a 
Be silk tile. We admitted our ina- 
lity to answer the question, 

“Well, the body of this sill hat is 
calico,” 

“Calico?” 

"Yos, You see, there are two kinds 
of silk hats—light and heavy weight. 
Most of the bodies of the heavy hats 
are made of felt.” 

“Tow is the sills put on ¢” 

“The body of the calico or felt is 
first dipped into hot water and then 
stretched on a block, After drying 
the body is stiffened with a solution of 
gum shellac and alcohol, and after- 
ward with a solution of varnish to 
prevent it striking through to the sur- 
face, A cover of fine silk plush is then 
cut and sewed to fitexactly the body, 
When the silk covering is accurately 
fitted it is smoothed over with a hot 
iron, ‘The heat striking into the glue 
dissolves it and in drying connects the 
silk plush with the body. This ex- 
plains why a severe wetting ruins a 
silk hat. 

“The hat is then placed on a reyoly- 
ing cylinder, where it is polished 
with soft cloths, This process — of 
dressing and polishing is known as 
‘veluring.’ The glossy appearance 
comes from the application of hair 
cloths and velvet ‘velures’ to the nap 
of the silk.” 

“What kind of plush do you use?” 

“The best silk plush is imported 
from Trance, It usually comes in 
three picces—for the tip, crown and 
brim. The skill consists in knowing 
how to put the silk plush on so that 
the seam will be invisible to the eve, 
Down along the sides of the crown the 
edges of the silk covering are allowed 
to lap over, They are then pressed 
together by a hot iron and finished 
perfectly smooth by means of revoly- 
ing brushes, 

“After a hat is finished as to the 
crown and brim, it is lined with 
watered or embossed paper, and a 
strip of enameled leather is sewed 
around the inside edge, Then it is 
bound and banded, Lastly, the com- 
pleted hat is wrapped in tissue paper 
and put into a box for the retailer,”— 
New York Press.

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How the Bottom of an Oll Well Looks, 

There are thousands of people whe 
have desired to see what the bottom of 
anoil well looked like after a hun 
dred quart glycerine torpedo had been 
esinibded in it, But no ordinary mor 
tal could crawl down a six inch hole 
to the depth of 2,000 feet if he wanted 
to, and no sane one would want toif 
he could. So the curious oil seeker 
has heretofore been compelled to guess 
as to the effect of the shot. 

An oil country photographer has 
furnished the desired picture. The 
successful experiment was made at 
Warren, The instrument was let down 
to the bottom of a 1,700 foot well, 
which had been subjected to a torpeda 
explosion, When the camera touched 
bottom a bright flash litup the cavity, 
impressing a perfect picture on the 
negative, A cavity fourteen feet broad 
und seven feet deep below the oil sand 
was revealed. Into this cavity, en- 
larged by the foree of a glycerine ex- 
plosion from the ordinary six inch 
drill hole, the oil trickled and accumu 
lated, ready to be pumped to the sur: 
face.

the indefatigable Mayor which words 
poorly expreag. ‘lo the present writer, 
the result is « matter of yomeasured 
thankfulness. Having spent in past 
years many weary hours and even days 
in an attempt to gather from the wilder- 
ness of the old records certain names 
and dates which were needed, the clear 
and complete arrangement just printed 
seems wonderful indeed. 

Of course, there ave many errors and 
There are names wrongly 
spelled ; here and there a wrong date; 
sometimes a name wholly wrong or de- 
fective; occasionally members of a 
family that never lived out of Woburn 
fuiling to appear at all, and, in some} 
cases, records of families which are 
on their face absurd. But however 
nervous all this may make some who 
are specially touched, it should be dis- 
tinctly understood and borne in mind, 
that this is not the fault of the tran- 
scriber, but of the records that are 
transeribed. ‘The present writer long 
since ascertained that the records, excel- 
lent as they are, must have sometimes 
been carelessly kept, and in some in- 
stances, he would have been seriously 
misled, if be hud known no other re- 
source, 

Yet, numerous and sometimes serious 
as are the errors of the Woburn 
Records if this sort of “misery loves 
company,” it can find more than enough 
of it iu records outside of Woburn. 
Within the last few years, the writer 
has had occasion to search town records 
in a large number of towns in and out 
of Massachusetts and, in no single in- 
stance, did he find them, if indeed he 
found them at all, in a condition of or- 
dev and completeness that could be com- 
pared with ouv own. In some instances 
nearly all the oldest and hijstoricully 
the most valuable records had been de- 
stroyed or lost, Sometimes, many 
leaves were loose and misplaced if not 
wholly wanting. Some were so black- 
eved and blurred and tattered that it 
was next to impossible to derypher

M. Sawyer, P. Parker. 8. M. ‘Tuckey

the passage of this act, except as herein 
provided, by the name of the New Mid- 
dlesex Canal Company, with authority 
to acquire by purchase or otherwise 
such lands, streams or ponds as may be 
needful for the construction of a canal 
from Merrimac River, in the towns of 
Tyngsboro’ or Chelmsford or the city 
of Lowell, to Boston Hrrbor or its tide- 
water. 

Section 2. Said corporation shall 
not commence the construction of the 
canal herein authorized at any point 
location of said canal shall 
have there been designated by said cor- 
poration, and such loeation shall have 
been duly approved by the Mayor and} 
Aldermen of any city, or the Selectmen 
of any town through which it may be 
proposed to build said canal.

MILITARY SUICIDES. 


Rtatistios Regarding the Suleidal Manta in 
Different Arniies, 

One of the most unique of Ui many 
| branches of the government service is 
the compilation of mortality statistics 
for the war department, Taman life, 
which the poets are wont to ely irae ter 
ive as a brief “span of woe,” or a 
“dream of disappointment,” ’ or by 
some other term which gives ita char 
acter of intangible sadness, is taken as 
a cold fact; a basis of mathematical 
ealewdation, Peopleare born and die ac 
cording to fixed numerical laws which 
ean be determined by calculation, It 
isn’t a particularly agreeable thouglit, 
but itis true, nevertheless, that when 
statisticians have perfected their caleu 
lations in this line, and there is reason 
to expect that they will be perfected, 
a man will be obliged to die by rule. 

Even if he commits suicide, his de 
mise tabulated among other 
Which show under what circumstances 
self destruction is most likely to oceur, 
and what conditions are most econdu 
cive to the suicidal epidemie that so 
frequently sweeps the country. 

During the fiseal year which ended 
in June, IS88, there were nineteen 
suicides in the army, twelve in the in 
in the cavalry and 


1S cases 


one in the artillery, This gives a ra 
tio of only 72-100ths in 1,000, Only 
one case was that of an oflicer—a lieu 


tenant of the infantry, 
The suicide ratio for various armies 
whose reports were accessible was as 


follows: Austrian, 1.49; Prussia and 

Wiurtemberg, Great Britain, .45; 

Italy, France, .31; Belgium, .38, 
This illustrates the facet often com 


mented on, that the phlegmatie Ger 
man, With his ponderous philosophic 
intellect, is remarkably prone to end 
his own existence. On the other hand 
the mercurial l’renchman bears up un- 
der the ills we have, and presents next 
to the best record in the lot, 

Of the cases referred toin the United 
States army, one man selected drown 
ing as his mogle of exit, two preferred 
poison, one cut his throat, one severed 
the radial arteries, and fourteen shot 
themselves. Morbid despondenecy was 
the cause in two cases, suicidal mania 
in one, jealousy in two, losses by gam- 
bling in two, excessive drinking in 
ten, and no cause could be assigned in 
Lwo. 

The statistician does not stop here. 
He goes on to show that the ages were 
25 years in one case, 27 in two, 28 in 
one, 380 in one, BL in three, 85 in two, 
88 in two, 40 in two, 41 in one, 44 in 
one, and in three cases the ages were 
not stated,

number of suicides (six) was 
ber. Three occurred in February, two 
each in January, March, April, Au- 
gust and Se ptembe r, and none in the 
remaining months of the year,

were two attempted suicides without 
fatal results.

EREE HIDES, 

When it was reported Inst week that 
the Congressional Committee having 
the revision of the tariff in charge liad 
concluded, in deference to the wishes of 
Western cattle men, to tuke imported 
raw hides from the free list and make 
them dutiable there was at once great 
commotion among the leather and shoe 
manufacturers all over New England 
and remonstrances against such an 
unfair proceeding flew thick and fast to 
Washington. ‘The Members of Con- 
gress from Massachusetts were besieged 
on all sides and overrun with petitions, 
remonstrances and instructions from 
their constituents—an entirely useless 
proceeding considering that there was 
but a single one of them favorable to 
the change, or who did not stand ready 
to combat it with all their might, 

Woburn, of course, being an im- 
portant leather making city, was stirred 
to the profoundest depths over the 
news. Her numerous manufacturers, 
although none of them use imported 
hides, were bitterly opposed to the 
scheme of changing them from the free 
to the dutiable list and at once aroused 
themselves for netion. They demon- 
strated to a certainty that the change 
would be just as detrimental to their 
business as though they used foreign 
hides altogether instead of the Western 
article, and they were right about it 
too, 

But happily the storm has passed 
over and all danger has disappeared. 
It is now said that there was at no 
time any serious intention to make im- 
ported hides pay a duty, but however 
that may have been they are now 
restored to the free list and all is well. 


THE HEARING. 

Last Wednesday forenoon large dele- 
gations of prominent gentlemen repre- 
sented the Mystic Valley, Shawsheen 
region, Lowell, etc., at the legislative 
hearing on the petition of numerous 
people residing on the sections 
country named for a charter for a com- 
pany the object of whose organization 
will be the reopening of the old Mid- 
dlesex Canal, the construction of other 
ennals, the improvement of Mystic 
River, and establishing a water freight 
route between the Merrimac River at 
Lowell to Boston Harbor. 

There were so many interested people 
present at the hearing that more com- 
modious quarters had to be obtained 
and even with much additional room to 
hold the crowd and do business in many 
could not get anywhere near the door 
of admission. ‘The better to accommo- 
date everybody and to give all parties a 
fuir opportunity to be heard the hearing 
was adjourned to next week ‘Tuesday 
forenoon, 

It begins to Jook as though this new 
enterprise is going to be altogether the 
most importunt matter before the 
present Legislature, and before future 
ones until the great work is accomplish- 
ed, 


LODGE’S ELECTION BILL. 


Congressman Lodge’s bill for a new 
Federal election law has a very poor 
show for enactment this session so it is 
suid. Neither does Congressman Me- 
Comus’s appear to be more favorably 


regarded or stand any better chance of 


becoming a law. 

There are many sound reasons why 
it would be better for the country if 
both should fail. ‘Che principles in- 
volved are not in strict accord with the 
sentiments of many of our wisest and 
best men, nor with the ideas of the 
fathers who founded this Republic. 
There should be just as little of Federal 
supervision of and intermeddling with 
State affuirs as it is possible to get along 
with, and when such bills as Mr. 
Lodge’s come up to deprive States of 
the right to attend to their own busi- 
ness, even that of electing Congress- 
men, they should be well aud calmly 
considered in all their bearings before 
making them law. 


ITTIS RATHER QUEER. 

Ts it possible that our Woburn tan- 
ners are indifferent as to whether or 
not foreign hides are changed from the 
free to the dutiable list? ‘That they 
begin to see that import duty on hides 
would not be an unmitigated woe? 
That they have just the least suspicion 
that dull times in the leather business 
for the lust few years may possibly have 
been due (in part at least) to free hides? 
At anyrate we find this in the Boston 
papers H 

‘Gon, Banks says, that the tan- 
neries at Woburn and in that vicinity 
had sent him uo protest against hide 
duty. This is a little curious, as 
Woburn is the only large town inter- 
ested in the matter which did not make 
a formal remonstrace against the ob- 
jectionable section. If the other leather 
towns had followed Woburn’s example 
the tariff might have remained.”

H. Ropes, Webster Woodman, E. HH. 
} Richards, James MeDonald, Arthur 
W. Stone, John TL. and Peter 
Carlson caused to be made and duly 
presented to the venerable Mr. Cazoeau 
an elegant frame on his 80th birthday 
auniversary-keeping. The generous 
donors were thanked in warm terms by 
the highly gratified recipient. The 
certificate reads : 

‘*Boston, Nov. 4, 1820. 

This may certify that Captain An- 
drew Cazneau is a Member of the Bos- 
ton Sea Fencibles, and is enrolled 
the Company Book. 

Natuanier Snow, President. 
James A. ALLEN, Secretary.” 

Mr. Cazneau was born and bred in 
Boston. ‘There is probably no man 
living whose head contains a larger 
stock of knowledge concerning Boston 
60 and 70 years ago, or knows better

To rue Eprror THE 
JOURNAL:—The published reeord ot 
births in Woburn, trom 1640 to 1873, 
18 & most excellent thing, but it is 
unfortunately marred by many errors 
and omissions.

children ; every householder shall give 
like notice of every birth and death 
happening in his house... . Whoever

space of six months after a 
death shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
~ t—] 
five dollars.” 


‘Physicians and midwives shall on 


or before the fifth day of each month) 


report to the clerk of each city and 
town « correct list of all children born 
therein during the month next pre- 
ceding at the birth of which they were 
present, stating the place and date of 
each birth and the parents’ name. Any 
physician or midwife neglecting to 
report such list for ten days after it is 
due shall for each offence forfeit a sum 
not exceeding twenty dollars.” 

It is apparent from these extracts of 
the law that if parents and doctors did 
the duty which is required of them by 
statute, and supposed to be enforced by 
penalty, our records would not. coutain 
the errors which are now found to 
exist, It has been customary for many 
years for the town clerk to employ a 
canvasser to collect the record of births 
each year, but the law requires no such 
census to be taken, and if citizens did 
the duty imposed upon them by law it 
would be entirely unnecessary. Most 
people are of course ignorant of the 
provisions of the statute and I suggest 
that the city clerk cause some circulars 
to be printed and posted containing the 
above information and whatever else 
may tend to secure more accurate 
records for the future.

Fast Day. 


The following is Governor Brackett's Fast 
Day proclamation: 

Conforming to the time-honored usage, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Council, I hereby appoint Thursday, the 
third day of April next, to be observed asa 
day of fasting, humiliation and prayer. 

And I recommend to all the people of the 
Commonwealth that on the day thus desig- 
nated they abstain as far as practicable from 
their usual avocations, and withdrawing 
their minds from secular cares and interests, 
devote them to higher and holier contempla- 
tions. 

In the places dedicated to public worship, 
jand amid the surroundings and sweet in- 
fluences of the home circle, let us, in spoken 
or in silent: prayer, reverently ask the 
Father for greater light to enable us to see 
more clearly the path of duty, and for added 
strength and resolutions to keep us from 
deviating therefrom

In Memoriam, 


The Woborn Woman's Clab assembled 
on the afternoon of Friday, March 21, to 
pay asad and loving tribute to the memory 
of ite first President, Boia Patnam Kelley. 

Our honored President, Mes, Lucey BB 
Converse, in terms of affectionate sorrow, 
gave the programme of the meeting and ex- 
plained its sudden announcement, 

Knowing it would be the universal wish 
of the Club to show in some way ite deep 
Jove for Mra. Kelley, and its appreciation of 
her devoted labors, our President arranged 
for thie memorial service, 

Those who took part in this service of 
loving rememberance were the friends and 
classmates of Mra, Kelley and her co-work 
ers and they needed no long preparation to 
utter words of simple truth, nor to express 
the warm friendship and deep sorrow which 
filled their hearts, 

A photograph of Mrs. Kelley, which some 
friend had draped with ferns, was the only 
visible reminder of our lows, but so deeply 
engraved on the mind of all was her noble 
presence that no picture was needed to re- 
fresh our memory. 

Mrs. J. K. Adama was the firat to spenk 
of the absent one; and after mentioning the 
birth-place of Mra. Kelley, her removal to 
Woburn at an early age, her attendance and 
graduation atthe Woburn High School, and 
her continuence in study after her gradua- 
tion, she gave us a glimpse of Mrs. Kelley 
in her public life. 

We learned that Mrs, Kelley supervised a 
course of lectures on English Literature 
given under the auspices of the High School 
Graduates, and that one of these lectures 
she herself wrote and delivered. 

The first and, to us, all-important public 
work was the formation of the Woburn 
Woman's Club of which she was the first 
President and for four years served as 
chairman of Board of Directors. We were 
told of her organization of the Woburn 
Equal Suffrage League of which she was 
President; of her frequent meetings called 
to instruct the women in regard to the privi- 
lege of voting on the school question; of 
her interest in the Woburn Home for Aged 
Women, of which she was the first Vice- 
President of the Board of Directors; of her 
formation of a class to study Political Sci- 
ence; of her numerous acts of charity; of 
her deeds of benevolence; and of her plans 
for the further advancement of towns-peo- 
le. 

Three of the Club’s members were class 
graduates of Mrs. Kelley, and one of these 
three, Mrs. Caroline G. Johnson, spoke 
jot her loving and tender memories of Mrs. 
Kelley in her school days. Asa school girl 
fnma Putnam Kelley was beloved and 
revered as she has ever since her life work 
began, and her power of mind and heart 
was felt by her schoolmates as by her com- 
panions in after life. 

Mrs. S. Adelaide Porter read a poem 
filled with beautiful thoughts elegantly ex- 
pressed which Mrs. Kelley wrote and read 
for « class reunion. 

Mrs. Kelley in her home life, personal 
friendships, and in her illness and death, 
was portrayed to us by her bereaved friend 
and helper, Mrs. Frances W. Hill. 

The Woburn Woman's Club was very 
dear to its first President’s heart, and her 
interest in its welfare never lessened. When 
she was ill and ‘‘so tired,” she yet could 
ask to see the list of officers for the new 
year; and she was planning for the Club's 
future life when her own earthly existence 
was drawing to an end. The following 
resolutions were submitted to the Club by 
Mrs. E. Maria Bean and they were abopted:

REVIEW OF THE QUARTER 


LESSON XIII, FIRST QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 30. 


The Peouliuritios of the Quarter's Teach- 
Ing and of St. Luke's Goapel—Some I 


mentary Principles as to the Nature and 
Mothods of Revelation. 


The lessons of the quarter just closed deal 
with all the early part of Christ's life on earth 
and much of the middle part; they deal, bo 
it particularly noted, with His acts rather 
than His teachings, and therefore the gospel 
according to St. Luke is chiefly relied on. To 
see the importance of this the reader needs, 
perhaps, to have his attention called to some 
salient points in the nature and methods of 
revelation, 

“God works by means” isa profound and 
important truth, The clouds and the winds, 
the beauties of nature and forces of the ele 
ments do not change their nature or laws a 
particle because God occasionally employs 
them in specific manifestations of His holy 
will; and man, as a part of nature, is subject 
to the same divine law. Matthew is just as 
thoroughly an Israelite and Luke as much an 
expert in Greek, David is a poet and war- 
rior and Isninh a fervent, flaming exhorter 
to patriotism when God speaks through them 
as atany other time, And this is the peren- 
nial charm of biblical style; the writer of 
each book of the Bible preserves his indi- 
viduality as distinct from any other as Taci- 
tus from Livy or Bancroft from Macaulay; 
yet God’s spirit is ever present in each writer 
from Moses to St, John, Matthew, having 
the spirit and yet acting as an individual, 
naturally set forth the teachings of our Sav- 
jour as they seemed best adapted to win over 
the Jews, and John, similarly, as an indi- 
vidual, addressed tne church of his time; but 
Luke, the scholar, traveler and man of sci- 
entific attainments, as naturally became a 
historian, 

Matthew concerned himself only with his 
brethren after the flesh, the Jews of Pales- 
tine, and quite naturally, therefore, only 
gave a thread of narrative sufficient to string 
Christ's teachings upon, and at each point 
preferred the teaching most nearly connected 
with the Old Testament, which the Jews ac- 
cepted; Luke, as naturally, felt inclined to 
crowd into his narrative as many as possible 
of those incidents which would strike the at- 
tention of Gentiles, The position of Mat- 
thew may be likened to that of a native of 
New England writing on the history of his 
section and connecting it by constant refer- 
ence with the American Revolution and 
adoption of the constitution; the position of 
Luke to that of a highly educated German 
or Frenchman pointing out to his country- 
men the brilliant achievements of the Ameor- 
icans as a whole and urging the adoption 
of the American system. 

In the primitive church the opinion was 
almost universal that Matthew first composed 
his gospel in the popular language of Pales- 
tine—Syro-Chaliaic—or perhaps in Hebrew, 
and this but live years after tho crucifixion. 
In modern times that belief was abandoned, 
and it was generally maintained that the 
Greek form of the gospel was the first. Fi- 
nally, however, these two opinions were re- 
conciled to this extent: that Matthew did 
compile a sort of “memorabilia” of Christ's 
teachings, aud that this (in the popular lan- 
guage) was the only gospel for near thirty 
years, after which Matthew compiled the 
complete Greek composition which we have, 

No such question could arise as to St, Luke; 
he wasa physiciun, the companion and fel- 
low laborer of St, Paul, and doubtless a mas- 
ter of the Greek language, in which he wrote 
this gospel and the Acts of the Apostles, So 
far there is no dispute, but as to his home and 
country very litUlo isknown. The earliest of 
the apostolic fathers confess that he ‘‘wrote 
not of himself,” and that they are ignorant 
of what he was before his conversion, They 
believed, however, that he was a native of 
Antioch and was an early convert—one of 
tho seventy, They also agree that he labored 
diligently to the last of his life, dying at the 
age of S4. His gospel was universally ac- 
cepted as authentic by the fathers, and 
Irenwus, Tertullian and others add that he 
receive tho facts directly from St. Paul. 

The readers of the lessons just passed over 
cannot have failed to note the extreme clear- 
ness, simplicity and positive directness with 
which Luke relates the healings of leprosy 
and other diseases, the casting out of devils, 
tho raising of the dead and the effective re- 
plies to impertinent or sneering questions. 
He does not say that it seemed thus or so, but 
that it was so; he never intimates that the 
‘nossessed” was merely a lunaticor that the 
bystanders merely supposed that he was ‘pos- 
sessed”—ho says with emphatic simplicity 
that the demons were there, that they spoke 
and acknowledged the divine power and came 
out at the command of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
To St. Luke the existence of a power for evil 
was anawful reality, and withit the fact 
that some individuals were ‘‘given over to sin 
and sold wholly to Satan.” In these lessons 
tho truth is emphasized in detail that a part 
of Christ's mission was to break the power of 
Satan over the bodies as well as the souls of 
men, 

Observe also the charm of the few refer- 
ences to the childhood of Jesus, Very little 
is said—just enough to show that as to His 
earthly or human uature He was a child to 
grow and wax strong like any other healthy 
child, but every word is golden, Who would 
be without that exquisite passage which re- 
lates his remaining behind at the Feast of 
the Passover and being found in the temple 
conversing with the doctors of the law? A 
curious fact in this connection is that the 
early Christians often showed an inordinate 
desire to learn more of Christ's early life on 
earth, and one result was that spurious ac: 
counts were written to meet the demand, 
Skeptics have bad much to say of these and 
other Rejected Manuscripts,” but surely no 
hetter cure for their poison could be found 
than a mere perusal of such works, Any one 
with an intellect not utterly vitiated by 
prejudice and obstinate unbelief who will 
read the so called Childhood of Jesus” and 
compare its puorilities with the sublime sim- 
plicity of Luke must rise with renewed con- 
fidence In the divine inspiration of this gos- 
pel. 

A Bird Without Wings. 

A “wingless” bird would naturally be ex- 
pected to be a remarkable creature, and some 
queer stories are told of one species, the 
apteryx of New Zealand, which has the rudi- 
ments of wings developed even less than most 
of the birds called “‘wingless.” It is said to 
make its nest in away which seems very 
characteristic of its autipodean habitat. In- 
stead of depositing its eggs in a nest and then 
sitting upon them, the apteryx first buries its 
egg and then digs a hole underneath it, in 
which it remains, and thus sits not upon but 
under the nest, It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that this statement has been disputed, 
Also, contrary to the wont of birds in gen- 
eral, the aptoryx is nocturnal and devotes its 
energies entirely to a nightly hunt after 
worms, If the apteryx has no wings worth 
the name, it is worthy of note that it hasa 
pair of very stout legs which allow it to hurry 
over the ground at a very respectable rate, 
and to dofend itself by vigorous kicks,

Combuation in the Human Body. 

The Comptes Rendus contains an 
article by M. Bertholet on the animal 
heat of the human body, Lavoisier, 
who first recognized the fact that ani- 
mal heat is produced by combustion, 
raised the question as to whether this 
combustion takes place in the lungs at 
the point the oxygen is absorbed, or in 
the entire system. M. Bertholet finds 
that one-seventh is produced in the 
lungs, while six-sevenths are produced 
in the system by reactions of oxidation 
and hydration, The absorption of 
oxygen raises the temperature of blood 
in the lungs, while the return of the 
carbonic acid toa gaseous state and the 
evaporation of moisture tends to 
lower it.

RACE HATRED IN EUROPE, 


Neighbors Whose Dislike for Bach Other 
Ta Constantly Mantfeated, 

We know of few circumstances in 
modern Kurope more disheartening 
than the depth of the distaste felt’ by 
its different races for one another. 
Their growth in civilization, which 
certainly goes on, though it is very 
slow, seems only to deepen their dis 
like, which, again, is increased by their 
yropinquity, These Germans and 
Brenhis of Bohemia cannot tolerate 
each other, though they are not only 
intermixed but know that, whatever 
happens, they must remain intermixed 
to the end of time. 

The Spaniards and Portuguese are 
lodged side by side in the same penin 
sula, under circumstances which would 
make fusion enormously adyvantayeous 
to both, Spain gaining hier natural cap- 
ital and trading river, and Portugal 
gaining the force to keep and to utilize 
ier colonies. Yet the keenest observers 
report that fusion is impossible, because 
Spaniards despise Portuguese and Por- 
tuguese at once dread and detest Span- 
iards, The Germans and Slavs in the 
east of Europe can hardly be compelled 
to keep the peace of Europe, while the 
German loathing for a Dane is as in- 
tense, and, we may add, as unintelli- 
gible, as the loathing of a Dutchman 
for the Germans, The Italians and the 
French, though their frontiers touch, 
despise each other heartily, and when, 
asin Marseilles, they are forced into 
industrial competition, they can hardly 
keep from blows. 

The Slavs and the Greeks living in 
the same Turkish Cara though 
they have the bond of a common servi- 
tude, confess to a repulsion they can- 
not conquer; and, the Poles and the 
Germans of Prussia, subjects of the 
same crown and invested with the 
same rights, regard one another, age 
after age, with the same angry sus- 
picion, If the distaste were dying 
away, We might say, as so many say 
about Ireland, that it was produced by 
historic causes only, but we see no eyi- 
dence that it is dying away. 

On the contrary, it appears to deepen 
us the superincumbent pressure be- 
comes less, until, in a free and en- 
lightened city like Berlin, there is a 
positive danger lest, if aythority were 
paralyzed for a few days, the “edu- 
cated” German population would 
spring at the throats of all Hebrews 
and bid all Poles depart. And all this 
while the difference between the races 
is often less than the difference be- 
tween the families or individuals of 
the same race, and is manifested in ac- 
tion mainly as a difference in tempera- 
ment and ideals, —London Spectator.
